GERMANY. 
BESULT OF THE ELECTION. 

LONDON, Oct. 29.—A Berlin dispatch says: 
From the results of the elections already known, 
it may be broadly said that the urban popula- 
tion have pretty well proncunced against Bis- 
marck’s economic policy, but reports from the 
rural districts which have not yet been received 
may turn the tide. The victory of the Progress- 
ists in Beriin is complete, although the Con- 
servatives have gained much ground here since 
the last general election, which is siguificant. 
The most striking and significant fact brought 
out by the election is the great and decided in- 
crease in the strength of the Social Demucracy, 
not so much by members returned as by the 
number of votes given. 

216 DISTRICTs. 

BERLIN, Oct. 29.—Keturns from 216 election 
districts show that the Government has not 
secured a majority. Sixty new baliots are nec- 
essary. Of the members eletted, 55 belong to 
the Centre party. 18 are Progressists. 19 Seces- 
sionists, 15 National Liberals. 20 Conservatives, 
9 free Conservatives, 4 Poles, 10 Protesters and 
Particularists, aud 6 belong to the Party of the 
People. All candidates of the Centre and Ad- 
vanced Liberal parties are re@lected.

fost two electorat districts which they formerly 
represented, and must contest seventeen second 
ballots, ten against Progressists. Six seats have 
been gained by the Centre party.

ALTOGETHER 
between twenty and thirty Social Democrats 
polled a sufficient number of votes to necessi- 
tate the holding of second ballots. It is not 
doubted that at least haif of these will be re- 
turned. Herr Bebel will again go to the poll in 
the second ballot in Dresden as well as in Ber- 
lin. Among those who have been reslected the 
best-known names are Herr Lasker, Dr. Forck- 
enbeck, and Dr. Falk. Herr Benningsen, Cleri- 
eal, defeated Von Moltke at Essen, but the lat- 
ter may be returned for Memel. Dr: Lucius, 
Minister of Agriculture, has apparently been 
beaten by a Secessionist. 
THE MOST REMARKABLE FEATURE 
of the election is the triumph of those Liberals 
who are specially obnoxious to Prince Bismarck. 
Thus, Eugene Richter at Hagen, obtained a ma- 
jority of 7,000, aria Carl Mayer, who had been 
bitterly persecuted by the Conservatives, gained 
a decided victory at Stuttgart. Count Von 
Moltke is indisposed and confined to his room. 
Herr Stocker has been defeated in four 
electoral districts.

The order of the 
day. though of a formal character, had a special 
interest. M. Gambetta was absolutely deter- 
mined to offer himself a candidate for the tem- 
porary Presidentsbip of the Chamber. His po- 
litical friends, to several of whom he announced 
his unexpected intention, were far from being 
pleased, and remonstrated witb him as respect- 
fully and as far as they dured, explaining that 
such a step would be generally regurded as 
a sign that he was once more try- 
ing to evade the responsibilities of office. M. 
Gambetta is said to have replied that he was 
quite ready to take oflice, but he was determined 
tirst to uscertain by a vote what majority a 
Gambetta Cabinet could rely on. His elecuon as 
temporary President gave him an opportunity 
of counting his friends. It was quite on the 
cards that bis friends might give him a lesson 
by refusing to elect bim. By so doing, however, 
they would have been making a grave blunder. 
They would, in fact. have afforded him the very 
pretext for evading his responsibilities that 
some suspected bim to be looking tor. 

DON CARLOS, 

There was a rumor current yesterday that 
Don Carlos is expected here. A police agent was 
waiting for bim last night at the Gate Du Nord, 
but the illustrious representative of the divine 
right did not make his appearunce. 

GREVY AND GAMBETTA, 
Tv the Western Associated Press. 

Paris, Oct. 29.—President Grévy stated on 
Thursday, iu the presence of several members 
of the Chamber of Deputies, that he would call 
Gampetta to office, leaving him the fullest lati- 
tude as to program or choice of colleague. Gam- 
betta, on his part, declared his willingness to ac- 
cept the ollice of Premier when called upon. 


IN THE CHAMBER OFT DEPUTIES 
today, Gambetta, presiding as Provisional Presi- 
deut, briefly thanked he members of the House 
for the honor conferred upon him. He said he 
would endeavor to prove worthy of the task in- 
trusted to him. He did not misinterpret the 
character and bearing of the political maulfes- 
tation which it bad pleased the Chamber to 
make in electing him. 

GAMBETTA’S CHOICE OF ASSISTANTS. 

Grévy asked Gambetta to take office, and the 
latter consented.

Gambetta has not 
yet disclosed his program or the composiuon of 
the Cabinet, but it is believed that Leon Say 
will be Ministerof Finance, De Freycinet Min- 
ister of War, and Ferry Minister of lustrucdon. 


IRISH NEWS, 
THE OUTLOOK nrx. 
Syectai Cable. 

LonpDon, Oct. 20.—Smalley's special says: The 
Irish outlook is decidedly better. The Land 
Court is overwhelwed with work, which daily 
increases. Fifteen hundred cases were entered 
and there were 350.000 applica- 
tions for _notices. There is no sign 
of the league recovering from the 
stupefaction which followed the breakup of the 
central authority. Nevertheless, the agitator 
may possess latent vitality, for it should be re- 
membered that the most violent devclopment 
of Fenianism occurred tweive months after 
its supposed suppression. The branches of 
the league are unwmistakabiy falling to 
pieces, which, coupled with the 
astounding number of applications 
to the Land Court, proves that the pressure ex- 
ercised by the league has decreased. The power 
of the league was once nowhere greater than in 
the County Mayo, yet a thousand tenants io 
Custiebar alone 

HAVE APPLIED FOR NOTICES. 
The Land Court Judges have 4,000 cases before 
them of one class ulone. Four Commissioners 
have been appointed. They will each have sep- 
arate districts, and will begin to adjudicate in 
a few days. The period for applications 
will be extended 80 as to permit § teuants 
whose cases have been abandoned by the 
solicitor of the Land League to begin proceed- 
ings. The tenants readily transfer the cases 
from the representative of the league toa 
private solicitor. This condition of affairs, 
coupled with the determination expressed by Mr. 
Gladstone and Mr. Chamberlain last week to con- 
tinue a firm policy, exposes the Government to 
renewed censure for not adopting stringent 
measures at an earlier stage. Public opinion 
commends tbe determination of the Govern- 
ment not to relax their pressure notwitbstand- 
ing the present calm. The funds in the hands 
of the agitators would enuble them to take ad- 
vantage of the premature witbdrawal of coer- 
cion.

the ordinary climax of an Irish popular leader. 
When released he may find the farmers satisfied 
with the work of the Land Court, 
but he may fall back on social ag- 
itation based on the laborers’ grievances.

Such a step is obviously 
against bis own desire, and certainly against 
the wish of certain members of the Cabinet.

TITE SPEECHES.

Lonxpown, Oct. 29.—The speeches of Mr. Cham- 
berlain and Mr. Gladstone, at Liverpool and 
Knowsley respectively, bave not tended to the 
elucidation of the political controversy about 
Ireiand. Mr. Chamberlain frankly admitted 
that the objects of the Land League were orig- 
mally legal. “and even praiseworthy,’ and 
that only since the “ No-Rent” prociamation 
had it become guilty of treasonabie practices, 
and, therefore. illegai. Mr. Chamberlain fur- 
ther admits that the Government of which he is 
a member felt that the Land-League agiiation, 
witb all its concomitanis of outrage and terror- 
ism, was 

ABSOLUTELY NECESSARY P 
to enable them to push the Land bill through 
the Lords. Had it not been for tnis. the bill 
would nave been thrown out by the Lords, as 
the Compensation bill of the previous session 
was thrown out, thus giving the signal 
for terrorwm. Mr. Gladstone does not 
admit that the league influenced the 
of the Laad bill, the Government 
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ering the 
Act of 1870, and it is probable that, until the de- 
velopment of tne situation, he thought that suf - 
ficient. 

THE COMPENSATION BILL 

was an instance at once of a desire to do some 
sort of justice to Ireland, and of ſuability to 
comprehend the position of affairs. It may 
truly ve said that until the agitation which re- 
suited from the massacre of thar bill by 
the Lords, Mr. Gladstone, no more than any 
other English statesman, understood the abso- 
lute wants of Ireland. The starting of the Land 
League at that juncture Was an inspiration, and 
Mr. Chamberlain is no more than right 
when he acknowledges its power, and had 
it been kept on the original lines it would have 
contiuned to do magnificent work. 

Mr. Chamberlain's admissions are rather awk- 
ward for Mr. Gladstone, and expose him to the 
adverse criticism of the Conservatives,who ask at 
what point the illegality came in—whether with 
Mr. Purnell's speech at Wexford, or with the 
No-Rent proclamation. It seems, indeed, ait 
the Government had wind of the proclamation, 
as it was probably the league's last shot, and 
that they compelled the league to issue 
it by arresting Parnell. In any case, 
Mr. Chamberlain’s speech gives a handle to the

BISHOP M’CABE’S PASTORAL TO HIS PRIESTS. 
i Special Uuble, 

DUBLIN, Oct. .- Archbishop McCabe will de- 
liver an important pastorai tomorrow. The fol- 
owing is an extract referring to the present 
crisis, kindly furnished me by his Grace: The 
condition of our dear country calis tor our bit- 
terest tears.

Lonpon, Oct. 29.—Alfred Tennyson publishes 
a dramatic monolog entitied “Despair,” in 
the current number of the Niseteenth Century. 
It is the story of a man and bis wife, who, hav- 
ing lust faith ina good future life, resolve to 
commit suicide by drowning. The woman is 
drowned, but the man is rescued by the minister 
of the sect he has abandoned. Of 
this work one critic remarks: “Mr. 
Tennyson has never been less ambiguous, 
seldom more powerful, never more weirdly im- 
pressive than in this the latest fruit of his 
genius. Mr. Tennison, on this occasion, exem- 
plifies without enforcing, or in terms refuting, 
the mental misery of aman without hope, with- 
out belicf, and without the capacity of enjoying 
the ouly life of whose existence he can feel 
sure. The whole poem is addressed by the man 
suatched from death to his unwelcome friend 
in apparent need. Here and there are inter- 
spersed fragments of spasmodic reproach to 
| this officious intruder, but the greater part of 
| the monolog is an explanation of the suffer- 
er's feelings, so far as they arc capable of anal-

Germany confirm previous impressions as to 
the result of the Thursday’s election. ‘The 
Conservative-Clerical combination has been 
defeated, Bismarck has been rebuked, and 
Liberal ideas and principles have achieved a 
triumph as remarkable as it was unexpected. 
All the members of the Centre and advanced 
Liberal party of the last Reichstag wio pre- 
sented themselves for re@lection have been 
snecessful. Several noted Radicals will 
have an opportunity to discuss Bisinarck’s 
policy and principles in the next Parliament, 
among them Herr Richter, Count Von Ar- 
nim, the son of the man whom /Bismarck so 
unrelentingly persecuted, Herr Lasker, 
Dr. Forckenbeck, Dr. Faik, the terror of the 
Clericals, Carl Mayer, and others. Several 
of the most pronounced supporters of Bis- 
marek have suffered defeat, in addition to 
his son—Dr. Lucius, present Minister of 
Agriculture, Kardoff Varnbuhler, Count 
Brakenburg. All friends of toleration and 
liberty will be rejoiced to learn that the 
notorious person Stoecker has been defeated 
in the four electoral districts where his name 
was presented. 


NMR. WATTERSON, of the Louisville Courier- 
Journal, is not pleased with Dan Voorhees’ 
flop on the tariff question. He whacks Dan 
for saying falsely that the “ tariff-for-rev- 
enue-only’’ plank in the platform of 1880 is 
without precedent. Watterson makes the 
point that the platform of 1876 demanded 
that All custom-house taxation shall be for 
revenue only,“ and says: Mr. Voorhees 
was a member of the committee which adopt- 
ed and reported this platform, and neither 
history nor the proceedings of the committee 
or convention record that he gave the least 
sign of opposition to it.

The property of persons ob- 
jectionable to the populace has beenin many 
instances reduced to ashes, the peasantry 
have resisted evictions at the risk of their 
lives, and no-rent doctrines are enforced by 
armed masked men, who parade the country 
districts at midnight despite police precau- 
tions. The Government seems disposed 
to adopt still more vigorous measures, 
and Earl Cowper, a good, easy kind 
of person, will probably give way for Earl 
Spencer as Viceroy of Ireland, while Lord 
O’Hagan, the representative of the Uitra- 
montanes, 
Chancellorship to make way for Mr. Law. 
Parnell has managed to send a letter to the 
Freeman’s Journal, in which he deprecates 
the plan of evading the Government procla- 
mation by the formation of tenants’ defense 
associations, fearing that they would degen- 
erate into mongrel reactionary societies, 
such as were frequently condemned by 
Davitt before his arrest. Parnell says that 
he and his fellow-prisoners are willing to 
bear imprisonment for any number of 
months or years if the people act manfully.

THERE are two conditions whic h must ac- 
company any general system of street im- 
provements that may be undertaken in this 
city. The streets must be kept in repair and 
they must be cleaned. The practice up tothis 
time has been to lay down dry-rotted pine 
blocks,and then leave them to rot as rapidly as 
sinking foundations, mud dragged from un- 
paved streets, sharp tires, heavy loads, and 
unfavorable climate would assist the process 
of decay. Small annual appropriations have 
been made for cleaning the streets, but no- 
body has ever been able to discover what 
was done with the money. There has never 
been a pretense of keeping the streets in 
decent repair. Every street pavement, be 
it good ,or bad, of stone or of wood, 
will last several years longer in good con- 
dition if it be strictly watched, and every 
hole, every misplaced block, and every break 
be promptly put into condition. Some sys- 
tem to assure such attention should be 
adopted contemporaneously with the pas 
sage of the ordinance for repairing the streets. 
It may be necessary to set aside more money 
for that purpose; if so, the: money should be 
forthcoming. Steps should be taken to se- 
cure an increase in the valuation of taxable 
property in order that more money can be 
raised. When owners of abutting property 
are required to bear the cost of paving the 
streets they are entitled to an assurance that 
the pavements they pay for shall be reason 
ably protected against destruction. There is 
an ordinance going into effect May 1 next 
which requires that all vehicles with a carry- 
ing capacity of 6,000 pounds shall have tires 
not less than five inches in width, and others 
with a capacity of 2,500 pounds shall have 
tires not less than four inehes wide. The 
owners of vehicles should keep this in 
mind and prepare for the change, in- 
stead of begging for more time or 
importuning the Council for the repeal of 
the ordinance next spring. This regulanon 
will give longer life to street pavements of 
all kinds; ana, if supplemented by proper 
municipal arrangements for constant and 
systematic repairs, the paving of the prin- 
cipal streets of the city may be undertaken 
next summer with confidence in their du- 
rability. Something must be done, and at 
once. The property-owners of Chicago are 
now in excelient condition to assume the 
cost of paving streets. Owners of rented

rule, doing more business or drawing bet- 

ter salaries; owners of ununproved property 

have already added to their selling price, 

and good streets and sidewalks will increase 

the value thereof by many times the cost of, 
improvement. The taxpayers of Chicago 

could not make any investment that will pay 

better in the long run than to spend $10,- 
000,000 on the streets of this city.

THE impudence of the woman Robert and 
her attorneys cannot be sufficiently admired.

IN view of the large savings the Republic- 
an Board of County Commissioners has 
effected and those it promises to make in the 
future, the proposition to turn out some of 
the members merely because they are Re- 
publicans and fill their places with others 
merely because they are Democrats should 
be viewed with extreme caution. Minority 
representation is a very captivating watch- 
word, but it may be used in a bad cause. 
There are some minorities that do not de- 
serve representation. The bummers, tax- 
eaters, and scalawags, when they are in the 
minority, ought not to be represented at all.

N Tne Republican County Board, in the 


three years ending with 1880, expended on 
account of public charities nearly half a 
million dollars less than the Democratic 
Board in the preceding three years. There 
was undoubtedly more distress in the years 
1875 ˙77 than in the years 1878-’80, but when 
the difference of population is taken into the 
account the reduction of expenditures can 
only be accounted for by supposing better 
methods of administration to have prevailed 
in the latter period than in the former. This 
is shown again by the fact that when the 
Republicans came into power the expenses 
of the County Agent’s office were in one year 
reduced from $215,411 to $68,546. The differ- 
ence was Well known at the time to be due 
tothe discontinuance of the practice of dis- 
tributing relief tickets indiscriminately 
through the Commissioners. The Democratic 
Commissioners used to carry packages of 
tickets calling for supplies at the County 
Agent’s office, and gave them out freely to 
their political friends as personal gratuities. 
These were so well recognized as appropriate 
rewards of Democratic fidelity that the mem- 
bers ot that party in the board who failed to 
provide them had no Standing in the conven- 
tions or at the polis. The Republican board 
did away with that evil practice, and the 
reduction of expenditures on account of out- 
door relief was instantaneous and perma- 
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AN ECONOMICAL COUNTY BOARD. 

The present Board of Commissioners of 
Cook County is composed of fifteen Repub- 
licans. Judged by Republican standards it 
is not an ideal body. But it is infinitly supe- 
rior to the Democratic board that preceded 
it. With the sole exception of the first 
board chosen immediately after the fire of 
1871, and which was mainly Republican, it 
is the best county legislature we have ever 
had. 

During the last three years the Republican 
party has been responsible for the adminis- 
tration of county affairs. For three years 
previously the Democrats were in the major- 
ity, and had control of the county oflices and 
disbursements. A comparison of the ex- 
penditures on account of charities in these 
two periods is very instructive. During the 
Democratic three years the county con- 
tained an average of 450,000 inhabitants; 
during the Republican three years nearly 


600,000,

In the Democratic period, the County 
Hospital was a small affair, and had an 
average of 100 inmates. It is now a large 
institution, with many permanent improve- 
ments constantly being made, and has an 
average of 300 inmates. 

In making these comparisons it must be 
borne in mind that the population of Cook 
County is increasing at the rate of 30,000.to 
40,000 annually, and probably numbers 250,- 
000 more this year than in 1875, when the 
Democrats assumed control of the County 
Board. A reduction of almost half a million | 


in three years’ expenditures on account of 
public charities, in spite of the great increase 
of population, is high testimony to the ef- 
ficiency of the Republican County Board. 
The economy of Republican rule in the 
County Government is still more strikingly 
shown by the official forecast of the appro- 
priation bill and the tax-levy for the coming 
year as compared with last year. The levy 


for all purposes fur the year 1880-’81 amounted 


to $1,278,942, For the year 1881-82 it will be 
not more than $850,000, and the general fund 
will be left to bridge over between Septem- 
ber and February with about $400,000 to its 
credit. The taxes for county purposes this 
year will be reduced from 75 cents to 55 cents 
on the $100—a saving of 264 per cent. For 
county purposes, exclusive of interest, ete., 
there will be raised this year but $700,000, 
which is $175,000 less than last year; and the 
estimates include an appropriation of $50,000 
for a new poor-house. 

We submit that this is an exhibit of which 
the County Board and, the Republican party 
has aright to be proud. It is a title to the 
confidence of the taxpayers of the county 
the validity of which they cannot deny.

RIDING TWO HORSES AT ONCE. 

Mayor Harrison is understood to be a strict 
constructionist of the Constitution of the 
United States according to the Bourbon 
idea; but he construes the city charter with 
amazing liberality—to himself. His theory 
in regard to his right to perform the duties 
of the Public-Works Commissionership in- 
volves the assumption of the right to dis- 
pense with the services, and to vacate the 
offices, of all the heads of departments pro- 
vided by the city charter. If he may legally 
perform the duties of the Public-Works 
Commissionership, in addition to perform- 
ing the functions of Mayor, he may per- 
form those of the Controller, the Police 
Superintendent, the Fire-Marshal, the 
Corporation Counsel, the City Engi 
neer, the Commissioner of Health, ete. 
The charter provides that the Common 
Council shall have a voice in the matter of 
appointments to these places; Mr. Harrison’s 
theory cuts off the Council from this charter 
right. The charter provides that all heads 
of departments shall give bond for the faith- 
ful performance of public duties as a condi- 
tion precedent to the exercise of the rights of 
office; Mr. Harrison’s theory nullifies this 
provision of the organic city law. In a word, 
his position is an assertion of his right as 
Mayor to gather into the hand of one man 
the powers of government devolved by the 
charter upon many men. If Mayor Harrison 
shall not, within thirty days from the date of 
Waller’s removal from the Commissionership 
of Public Works, communicate to the 
Council”? the name of a successor, he will 
be guilty of a violation of the municipal 
code. That he will thus render himself lia- 
ble to impeachment many great lawyers be- 
lieve. The point made so much of by Mr. 
Harrison, that by assuming the duties of the 
Public-Works Commissionership he will 
save to the taxpayers the salary of that office, 
is insignificant. The taxpayers desire that 
waste and extravagance should be prevented, 
and they want in the Public-Works office 
just such a man as Mayor Harrison has al- 
lowed Leib to drive into retirement to pre- 
vent waste and extravagance in the expend- 
iture of the public money. 

The regular duties of the Mayor are all 
that one man can attend to and do them well. 
To whatever extent he devotes his time to 
the details of the office of public works he 
must neglect the duties of the Mayoralty. 
Some think that Mr. Harrison’s design in 
annexing the Board of Public Works to the 
Mayoralty may be to enable him to exercise 
amore direct and powerful influence upon 
the contractors with a view to political 
effect. However this may be, it is plain that 
Mayor Harrison’s assumption of the right to 
dispense with the servicesof all heads of de- 
partments and to perform these duties himself 
involves the assertion of his right to control, 
absolutely and autocratically, ail departments 
of the City Government, without the inter- 
vention of the responsible subordinates pro- 
vided for by the organic law. And this as- 
sumption put into practice gives to the Mayor 
as complete control over the disbursement of 
all public moneys as if he were Dictator. It 
remains to be seen whether Mr. Harrison 
will be permitted to concentrate in his own 
official person as Mayor all the powers of 
the City Government, in defiance of the or- 
ganic or charter law.

THE STREETS OF CHICAGO, 

The streets of Chicago are in a simply hor- 
rible condition. Practically, they are about 
as bad as they were in the days before pave- 
ments, when the sign No bottom here” 
was acommon sight. People who visit Chi- 
cago for the first time look up at the tall and 
handsome buildings which line the streets, 
and exclaim, “ Whgt“h magnificent city!’ 
While engaged in looking up they generally 
step into a mudhole, and supplement their ad- 
miration with some such reflection as, But 
a——dirty hole.” And that is just about 
what Chicago is. The time has come when 
something must be done. The health, com- 
fort, and safety of people who live here, 
the reputation of Chicago elsewhere, and the 
future growth of population and business— 
all demand radical and general improvements 
in the condition of the streets and sidewalks. 

Mayor Harrison is just now the biggest 
man in Chicago. He is not merely the 
Mayor, but the entire Board of Public Works 
—that is, so much of the City Gov- 
ernment as Lieb does not run. The Mayor 
says that, in his capacity of Board of Public 
Works, he rides about the streets of Chicago 
on his blooded Kentucky mare. That he 
still lives, shows that he carefully picks out 
the few passable streets, or else that he and 
his horse are both thoroughbreds. But the 
Mayoris now masterof the situation. At 
the last meeting of the Common Council a 
resolution was passed instructing the Com- 
missioner of Public Works, otherwise the 
Mayor, to report what streets ought to be 
paved. The Mayor ought to start out 
with the proposition that every street 
in the South Division north of Twenty- 
second street which has not been paved 
within the last year ought to be improved 
without further delay. He ought to take 
the ground that the streets which sustain the 
heavy traflic ought to be paved with stone, 
and the streets used for residences and 
the light retail business ought to be paved 
with cedar blocks. In all cases the gutters 
at both sides should be paved with bowiders 
or cobble-stones at a breadth of at least 
three feet. The Council is evidently in a 
humor to act with the Mayor in this matter: 
otherwise it would hardly have taken the in- 
itiative. The necessary ordinance should be 
passed now in order that the work may be 
begun and prosecuted energetically next 
summer. Ifthe people of Chicago can sur- 
vive the mud and filth which will follow the 
break-up next spring, it will be all they can 
endure. This city cannot undergo another 
spring and another tall of such streets as 
we now have without suffering materially in 
its business. 

Mr. John Walter, proprietor of the London 
Times, who has been making a tour of the 
United States, is reported as expressing his 
astonishment that the American cities should 
spend so much money in constructing 
gorgeous public buildings and so little in 
providing good streets and pavements. It is 
not singular that’ such a reflection should 
occur to an intelligent stranger. Chicago,

with its dual County and City Governments, 
will have spent about $6,000,000 on the new 
Court-House and City-Hall, while $2,000,000 
would have provided a substantial structure, 
containing as much room, and certainly 
better lighted, and in many respects better 
suited to the uses for which it is intended, but 
its walls would not have been as thick as those 
of fortifications and its windows would not 
be port-holes letting in narrow rays of light. 
The other $4,000,000 would have availed to 
pave thirty or furty miles of streets with im- 
perishable materials. It is too late, of course, 
to get back from the contractors, architects, 
rings, and their official allies the mass of 
money that has been wasted in this building, 
but the streets must be improved neverthe- 
less, and the sooner the work shall be begun 
in earnest the better it will be for all con- 
cerned. Ours is no longer an experimental

A Budget gf News from New York. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune 

New Tonk. Oct. 2.—While there were no 
chauges in the passenger or freight rates today, 
u new phase developed in the railroad war that 
adds interest to the tight. The announcement 
had been made that the Pennsylvania would 
put on a fast train, which would make the run 
from New York to Chicago in twenty-six hours. 
The New York Central, as soon as it learned of 
the new move of its oppunent, began to make 
arrangements for running atrain to beat the 
Pennsylyania both in time and fare. Mr. C. B. 
Meeker,’ the General Passenger Agent, 
said that trains on the Céntral had 
often made the trip from New York to Chicago 
in twenty-four hours and ten minutes, and that 
the train the company contemplated putting on 
would accomplish the distance in twenty-four 
hours. It will be composed of drawing-room 
cars, and make few stops, and the fare will be 
$14.25—$9.25 for the passage and 85 for the 
drawing-room and sleeping-car. Mr. Meeker said 
that when the company assured passengers that 
they would be carried in twenty-four bours, 
they would be sure of being landed in Chicago 
intime. Orders had not been issued tonight 
naming the time when the train would begin its 
trips. Railroad men thiuk the fast trains of 
both the Penuosyivania and Central will be 
patronized. The sale of tickets over all the 
roads for Chicago today was large, and ticket 
agents expressed surprise that travel continued 
so heavy despite the advance. 

THERE HAS BEEN SOME TALK 
of late of Mr. Vanderbilt constructing a road 
from New York to Springfield, Mass., to be 
operated in opposition to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford Company. In fact, sur- 
veys are now being pushed forward from 
Brouxburg, just above Mount Vernon, to 
Springfield over the same route as the 
paraliel road, which follows those of the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford Road very closely. 
This parallel road is an old scheme, started 
some fourteen or fifteen years ago, but nothing 
has ever been accomplished owing to lack 
of funds. Recently P. T. Barnum has 
taken an interest in it, and infused some new 
life into the plan of operations, but the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford people do not ap- 
prehend that it will amount to enything. They 
are not so certain as to the failure of 
the Vanderbilt project, however. In 1846 a 
franchise was gravted to the New York, New 
Haven & Hartford, giving it the right to enter 
the city over the tracks running to what is ‘now 
the Granda Central Depot, and excluding all 
other roads pursuing the same route. 
lif Mr. Vanderbilt built au“ opposi- 
tion line and attempted to run his 
trainsinto the Grand Central Depot, he will 
meet with obstinate resistance rom the New 
York, New Haven & Hartford. A new road 
could come into the city on the Metropolitan 
Elevated tracks, which cross the Hariem River. 
It is said by some that Mr. Vanderbilt does 
not intend to build a road, but is making the 
surveys to warn the New York, New Haven & 
Hartford that it must not take the business of 
the Penasyivania and other roads to the detri- 
ment of his interests. 
MANY ITEMS. 
To the Western Associated Press. 

New York, Oct. 29.—it is understood the 
New York Central will put on a fast train to 
Chicago. 

Well-informed people think tnat Russell Sage 
has secured nearly, if not quite, a controlling 
interest in the Micbigan Central Railroad, and 
the fact has only just become apparent to Van- 
derbilt. People who entertain this opinion say 
Vanderbilt will be obliged to buy back a con- 
trolling interest, and predict a rise in the price. 

It is reported on high authority that Vander- 
bilt ia discouraged on account of the poor suc- 
cess he bad in endeavoring to abolish differen- 
tial rates, and that while he will not openly 
abandon bis position be will gradually modify 
it until the issue fades out of sight. 

It is believed inrailroad circles that another 
advance in freight rates will be made next week. 

That portion of the Vanderbilt following 
which is still bearish claim that Vanderbilt is 
preparing an attack upon bis competitors which 
will make the trunk-line war more bitter than 


rretofore. 
we is understood that a compromise is likely to 
be effected in the Ohio railway litigation, as 
both Vanderbilt and Jewett realize that a de- 
cision of the case by the Supreme Court migbt 
unsettie other consolidations established during 
last ten years. 

The difficulties between the Union Pacific, 
Central Pacific, Atchison, Topeka & Santa Fe, 
and Denver & Kio Grande are substantially set- 
tied. An other of the Central Pacific Company 
said yesterday that the Union and Central Pa- 
eine would be operated henceforth in barmony, 
and that tne Central Pacifie would abandon its 
project of vuiiding to the Missouri River. The 
adjustment gives rise to rumors of the consoli- 
dation of the Union and Central Pacific, appar- 
ently without much foundation. 


The Present Status of the Eastern 
Freight War. 

During the past week quite a change in the 
east-bound freight war bastaken place. All the 
roads were at the end of the previous week tak- 
ing grain to New York at 12% cents and provis- 
ions at 15-cents, and nothing then indicated that 
a change in rates would soon take place. Last 
Tuesday, however, the Vanderbilt roads sur- 
prised everybody by the announcement of an 
advaice in grain-rates to New York to 15 cents 
on grain and 20 cents on provisions. The Penn- 
syivania and Baltimore & Ohio at once came to 
the front also, and advanced the rates on grain, 
flour, and provisions, Chicago t New York, to 
20 ents. The following day the Vanderbilt 
roads decided upon another advance, and made 
the rates on grain 17% cents, Chicago to New 
York, and 22% cents on provisions. On the 


Grand Trunk advanced its rates 
9 grain 20 cents on provisions 
Chicago to New York and 25 cents on grain from 
non-competing points to New Yorks. The Van- 
derbilt roads—Micbigan Central and Lake Shore 
& Michigan Soutbern—give further notice that

Thus, while the rate on grain 
by the Pennsylvanta is 90 cents to New York, 
the same as e y the Vanderbilt roads, its 
rate to Phiiadelpbia is only 18 cents and to Balti- 
more I7 cents, aguinst 20 cents by the Vander- 
bilt lines. On provisions the Pennsylvania 
charges but 3 cents to New York. 18 cents to 
Phiiadeipbia, and 17 cents to Baltimore, while 
the Vanderbilt lines churge 25 cents to ali three 
points. It is probable, however, that the Penn- 
svivania, when it learns of the furimer advance 
that will be made by the Vanderbilt roads Nov. 
1, will also advance its rates to those figures, ex- 
cept that it will continue to make the two and 
three cuts difference to Philadelphia and Balti- 
mere, 

The sudden advance in rates was not the re- 
sult of compromise between the various Eastero 
roads, uor have the troubies between them come 
any nearer to asettiement. As will be seen, each 
road made the advance without vonsulting the 
otber, except that the Pennsyivania aud Balti- 
more & Ohio acted iu harmony. e reason 
given by the railroads for making the advance 
is that the rush of business during the past tew 
months was sO great that their roads have be- 
come blockaded, and that they ure unable to 
tuke any new business at present. By making 
the advance they stop the clamor for curs by 
shippers for the time being. ‘the demand for 
cars bas been 80 great lately that they think they 
can get the new rates even after the blockades 
have becn raised, and at che same time continue 
to do as large a business as at present. While it 
is true that the roads are considerably biock- 
aded, aud are suffering from the want of 
cars, yet it is not true that these blockades were 
caused by a great ruab of business. On the con- 
trary; the east-bound freight shipments from 
this point were very light. During the last four 
weeks the shipments of grain, tiour, and provis- 
jons averaged about 46,000 tons per week by the 
six Eastern lines, which is not one-haif of what 
the roads should and can carry; 46,000 tons by 
the six Eastern lines in a week gives each road 
only about four trains rday out of this city, 
which every body will admit is very little. The 
principal cause of the blockade and scarcity of 
cars is the increased demand for rolling stock 
for the transportation of iocal business, on 
which the rates had not been materially reduced 
and on which the protits were much greater 
than on the through business. The situation, it 
is true, was somewhat aggravated by the heavy 
in this section during fhe 
last four weeks, and which prevented merchants 
from hauling away the goods coming here from 
the East, thus keeping the cars ide which were 
needed for the transportation of the west-bound 
business. 

Under ordinary circumstances the sudden ad- 
vance iu freight rates would bave told beavily 
upon shippers who usually contract business 
for some days abead, and which is baped upon 
the prevailing freight rates. In this instance, 
however, but little injury bas been done ship- 
pers by the sudden advance. Mostof the large 
shippers have secured contracts at the I.'¢-cent 
rate which will last them for some days. and 
the smaller shippers have not been able to get 
any cars for some time past. By the time tbe 
railroads become able to take new business at 
the new rates the shippers will be prepared to 

ay that figure without any especial hardship. 

t is evidently the desire of the railroads to 

maintain a rate on a M-cent basis through- 
out the winter, unless the war should 
be settled, when rates would wo doubt 

up to about 33 or WwW cents. As 

ong as the war prevails there is no probability 

that rates will go higher than W cents, as at av 
increased figure cutting would be freely in- 
dulged in by some of the weaker fines in order 
to secure business against the stronger ones. 
Itiseven doubtful whether rebates wiil not be 
given to tavored shippers by som@of the lines 
at the 20-cenot rate. As long as the various 
roads act independently of each other, and re- 
fuse to enter into an agrecment for the mainte- 
nance pf uniform rates, it will be a bard job to 
keep wp rates and prevent them from dropping 
down again to former figures.

The Vanderbilt Roads Not Likely to 
Meet the Time of the Penusy:vania 
Lightning Trains. 

Although the Vanderbilt roads were well 
aware of the intention of the Pennsy!vania 
people to put ona lightning limited expresss 
train between Chicago and New York, Boston, 
Philadelphia. and Baltimore to make such ex- 
traordinary fast time as to prevent the Vander- 
bilt roads from doing likewise, except at great 
expense and troubie, yet up to the time that the 
official announcement was made they were in 
hopes that the Pennsylvauia people would final- 
ly abandon the scheme.

It is, there- 
fore, most probabie that the Vanderbilt roads 
will continue torun their trains on the present 
schedule, but at lower rates than ure charged by 
the Pennsylvania, so as to take away the bulk 
of the business.

THE PALAIS ROYALE. 


A Shrine at Which Americans in Paris 
Worship. 
D. R. Lecke’s Paris Letter in Toledo Blade. 

The Palais Royale is the Parisian Mecca for 
all Americans. Its brilliant shape, glittering 
with djamonds and precious stones, are so many 
sbrines at whieh Americans are devout wor- 
sbipers. They go there day after day, admiring 
the bewildering display, and the admira- 
non excited by the wily shopkeeper 
by his skill in arranging dis costly 
wares leads to purchasers that would 
not otherwise have been made. There isa fas- 
cination about a shop window Hteraily filled with 
diamonds arranged by a Frenchman that is irre- 
sistible, and with hundreds of such windows ex- 
tending all the way around the immense court, 
there is no escaping its power. What a Parisian 
shopkeeper doesn't know about display isn’t 
worth knowing. All Paris is arranged solely for 
the eye. They gnore the other senses to a very 
great degree. 

The galleries, four in number, extend entirely 
a round the square park, which is 257 yards long 
and 110 wide. The Galerie d' Orleans on the 
south side is the most showy. It is 320 feet long 
and 106 fect wide, tianked with shops containing 
tine goods of all descriptions. The roof is glass 
covered, and when lighted upat oight presented 
a dazzling appearance. It was on this site that 
previous to 1880 stood the disreputabie saups

The “Complaint Bureau,” instead of 
referring the matter to the City Engineer, pre- 
tended to have looked into it bimsell, and, from 
his lack ot knowledge of water-mains could find 
no leak. Yesterday Mr. Hesing sent to the 
Mayor the following interesting letter. This 
time Mr. Hesing makes no mistake as to the 
official, for he addresses Acting-Comprissiouer 
of Public Works Harrison, under whose direc- 
tion the City Engineer is supposed to act. But 
the let tor speaks for itself, and bere it is: 

„Cinco. III., Oct. .- Mr. Carter H. Harri- 
son, Acting Commisatoner of Public Works—My 
Dear Stu: Your two communications of Oct. 
25 and 26, were duly received. You say, Lou 
would refer my letter to the City Engineer.” 
Then why did you send over Mr. Cunningham, 
who says that my complaint about the leak at 
the corner of Cass and Superior streets proves 
to be groundiess, and that be failed to discover 
any feak now or at any time inthe past. I had 
supposed from your general intelligence that 
you were aware that your Compiaint Clerk had 
nothing whatever to do with water-mains, aud 
that any inspection on his part was simply use- 
le 8s. 

„his complaint was made six days ago, and 
three days ago I personally requested you to 
have the matter attended to. You have not 
seen fit to take any steps in the matter, and the 
adjoining basements are quill in danywer of being 
Hooded. The citizens of? Chicago need not be 
astonished at the complaints about the wastage 
of water, when a leak in a main is not repaired 
for nearly a week after notice of the same has 
been given to the head of the depuritment, 

** This delay is all the more sing ular because on 
three previous occasions before you assumed 
cbarge of the department, when a similar leak 
occurred. I made complaint, and the leak was 
repaired within six hours—not witbin six days. 

At exactly twenty-seven minutes before 9 
o'clock this morning I drove a stick into the 
hole, out of which the waver bubbied nearly six 
inches high. and I will take great pleasure, Mr. 
Commissioner, in showing you the leak, thus 
proving that my complaint is not ont, not 
groupidiess but chat your Complaint Clerk's 
ent is false.

The Cabin of the Jennie Gilchrist 
Drifted Down the River 
Ten Miles. 


Two Bodies Were Found In and Have 
Been Taken From This 
Wreckage. 

Reminiscences Oofnectod with the Oatas- 
trophe—A Previous Casnality in 
the Same Locality, 


nected with the Disaster at Hock 

Island. 

Rock ISLAND, III.. Oct. 20.—The wreck of the 
sunken steamer Jennie Gilchrist was moved 
last night by the waves of a passing steamboat. 
The cabin and phot-bhouse became detached 
from the bull and floated down the Mver a dis- 
tance of ten miles, when they stranded upon a 
sand-bar. This morning Capt. Wall, the diver, 
visited the hull of the Gilchrist, and on a hasty 
examination discovered that there were no 
bodies lodged in that portion of the boat. He 
was conveyed to the place where the cabin was 
located and made a careful examination of all 
the rooms arid apartments. The resuit of this 
investigation was the recovery of two bodies— 
one that of Mrs. Camp, of Davenport, and the 
other that of William Wendt, of Cordova. The 
diving and search for the missing willbe con- 
tinned hext Tuesday. The total number of lost 
is reported at eleven—seveo men and four 
women. . 

Special Correspondence of The Chicago Tribune, 

DAVENPORT, Ia., Oct, 28.—A year ago last June 
the writer of this stood on the great iron Gov- 
ernment bridge, which spans the Mississippi at 
this point, watching one of the larger upper 
river boats strugyvling against the terrible force 
of the six-mile current which shoots under the 

ridge to lessen its force in the more quiet basin 
a few bundred yards below, between the cities 
Davenport and Rock Island, where the Le Claire 
rapids terminate. 

The boat had just passed through the draw 
and was groaulng and straining against the 
rusbing waters; the draw had cloged, and the 
steamer with its precious freight of bappy pas- 
sengers was slowly going up the stream 
several hundred yards above, when the 
thought came suddenly to me: “ What 
would - bappen should any accident be- 
fall the machinery of the boat? What could 
prevent a terrible accident?“ Such a thiing 
happened last night. and the only wonder is that 
such accidents do not happen oftener. 

Last night about 10 o'clock, after most people 
had retired for the night, the signalof distress 
wailed out from the steam draw whistie on the 
top of the bridge, aud many people living near 
the river burried to its banksto see what caused 
the alarm. bey soon discovered that a steamer 
had struck, and could hear the shrieks ofjthe 
frantic passengers as they struggied jn the 


water. 

Just a few moments before 10 a little steamer 
| had pulled out from Rock Island and signailed 
the draw; slowly she wade ber way up the mad 
current with her two loaded barges which she 
towed, together with her freight and about 
thirty passengers and crew, testiag her utmost 
strength against the stream. The little boat 
struggiecd bravely against the river. passed 
through the draw and about a thousand yards 
up the stream, when suddenly her pitman- cam 
broke, leaving ber helpless and floating at the 


hour towards the great iron bridge. 

The water is higb now, almost as bigh as it was 
in June, 15S), and passes under the bridge only 
twelve feet from tbe tloor: bow wus the steamer 
to puss under? she could uot without being torn

She struck the mass of iron with a crash and

Several of the people juu.ped on board the 
buryes when the boat struck; ono man bad 
stepped off, holding his wife by tne hand, and it 
Ssevcins that they fell into the stream together; 
then be climbed to the barge again, and seeing 
that his wite was gone he ran about cry „on 
my wife! Where is my witer and theu 

-franticaily leaped into the dlack wa- 
ter in search of ber. He was drowned; she was 
picked up some minutes after by men in a boat, 
alive and cliugiug to a floating timber. 

A father and his daughter, a young lady of 19 
summers, were drowned tegether inside the ill- 
fated craft, while a young mother, on ber way 
to ber husband * babe a few miles up the 
river, was one of the unfortu nates. 

The steamer had started from bere to points 
aloug up the river a distance of forty miles, and 
the passengers were people who live insmall 
towus along the river who had been here to do 
business Aud were returning home to their fam- 
ilies. 

it is not known for a certainty how many per- 
ished, but it is pretty certain that there must 
have been eight or ten, and there would have 
been more but for the efforts of tive brave men 
—Louis Anerochs, John McGee, Charles and 
Coris Monroe, and Officer Falkner of the police 
force, Woo rowed bravely out into the darkness 
and pulled about among floating timbers, bar- 
rels, and boxes, endangering tbeir owa lives, 
until they had saved six or eight uofortunates. 

None of the bodies have been recovered at 
this writing, and it will probably be many 
months before they are all secured, if they are 
ever all found 

This is the most terrible disaster of the Kind 
which ever occurred at this point. but this one 
reminds the writer of another similar one which 
occurred many years ago, before the new iron 
bridge was built: A boat ran against one of the 
piers of the old wooden bridge, about where the 
machinery of the Jennie Gilchrist gave out last 
night, and sank. Several lives were lost, and 
it created quite a feeling of sadness through 
the city. but there is aa ugwritten incident con- 
nected with that disaster which may be of in- 
terest to believers in dreams: 

Tue uigut of the sinking of the boat a lady re- 
siding iu thiscity dreamed ail the circumstances 
of the wreck witb the precision of an eye-wit- 
ness, and the next morning related them to the 
ustonisbed family before any of the rest knew 
or even suspicioned that there bad been an ac- 
cident. The jady still lives here, and there are 
also others here who remember the circum- 
stance, and have often remurked upon its pe- 
culiarity.

Experiences of a Passenger. 

Waiting for the east-bound 5 o'clock train on 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad a TRIBUNE re- 
porter found Mr. Eli Tnompson, one of the sur- 
vivors of the steamboat disaster on the Missis- 
sippi River at Davenport, la., who gave che 
following description of that terrible accident: 

„ dad taken passage upon the iil-fated 
steamer at Davenport aud 1 expected to go as 
far up the river as Cordova. We left Daven- 
port, as near ag I can remember, about 10:20 
p. m. with two barges in tow, both of which 
were heavily laden with freight, which I under- 
stood was to have been carried from Kock 
Island to Savannah for the Milwaukee & St. 
Paul Railroad, which road bad been unable for 
the last two weeks, on account of high water, 
to connect these two points, aud it was thought 
by several of the passengers a somewhat peril- 
ous undertaking for such an old steamer to tow 
two such heavy barges over the rapids in the 
present swoJen condition of the river. 

But we were ali unconscious of the great risk 
we would run should the machinery give out. 
Upon leaving the Davenport dock I at once re- 
paired to the cabin, which I found almust de- 
serted, therc being only one gentieman besides 
myself and a lady with a child five or six 
months of age in ber lap. I passed on to the 
turther end of the cabin and seated myself with 
a paper to read, ail unconscious of the 
terrible calamity so near at hand. In 
the cabin all was stil save now and 
then the cries from the child u its 
mother’s arms, and the heavy rocking motion 
of the steamer as it struggled against the 
ruging current. 

SUDDENLY I HEARD A SHARP CRACK

After we went aground below tuwn we were 
beld there, in great suspeuse for some time, but 
were at last taken olf by the steamer Evaneviile 
and carried w ee where the wounded 
were well cared lor. found my wounds quite 
severe, and cvaciuded to start for my home at 
Hubbard, O., on che first Rock [sland train, and 
hu ve succeeded in getting thus tar.“ 

Mr. Thompson's arms apd hands were badly 
scalded, the skin being off in many places, and 
quite a lurge contusivo appeared upon the back 
of bis head, where he was struck by a timber.

A Train Precipitated from a Bridge by 
a Mule on the Track—Wreck of a 
Cattie-Train. 

Sr. Louis, Oct. 20.—As passenger- train No. 154, 
of the Kansas & Texas Railroad, was about to 
cross the bridge on the Osage River, eighty 
miles south of Sedalia, last night, the engine 


struck a mule standing on the track: The en- 7 einnatl. O. 
tine left the rail when on the span, and all went 


down with a terrible crash. James F. Wagner, 
the engineer, was killed, and his body has not 
yet been recovered, as the engine wes covered 
with water, having gone down to the depth of 
ten feet. W. W. McDonaid, the fireman, was 
bruised, and may be internaily injured, and the 
ll-year-oid son of the engineer had bis face and 
forehead badly cut and hip dislocated. The 
train was twelve bours behind time. 

The mixed passenger and freight-train which 
left Booneville at 7 p. m. yesterday on the 
Booneville, St. Louis & Southern Kailroad was 
wrecked at Bement, seven miles north of Tip- 
ton.

Osweao, N. I.. Oct. 29.—A steam boiler con- 
nected with a thrashing-machine exploded at 
Mart ville yesterday.

Boycotting a Physician—A Catholic 
Priest Sued for Twenty Thousand 


Dollars Damages. 

Fall River, Mass., Oct. 2%4.—An interesting 
libel case has arisen here between a French Cu- 
nadian Catholic priest and a pbysician, iavolv- 
ing the important question as to bow far a cler- 
gy man may in entorei boycotting on a 
citizen's business without reuderemg himself lia- 
ble for damages. In this case a secret — as 
tbe Ancient Order of Foresters, is involved. It 
has just become known that on Saturday a writ 
of libel for slander was served on the Rev. P. J. 
B. Bedard by Dr. J. B. Chagnon, through bis at- 
torueys. Damages are laid at $20,000, and the 
convent owned by the Rev. Mr. Bedard and also 
several pieces of real estate and some tenement 
houses have been attached. The declaration, 
which will not be filed until the December term 
of the court, will allege thatin September last 
the Rev. Dr. Bedard, from bis pulpit, denounced 
a person in such language as to unmistakably 
designate Dr. Chagnon, forbidding his parish- 
joners to employ the Doctor or to purchase 
drugs at his store; that subsequently, at differ- 
ent times, he hus refused to administer the rites 
of the Sacrument to members of the parish who 
were sick uniess they would agree not to em- 
ploy or patronize the Doctor. The reason for 
the alleged persecution by the Rev. Mr. Bedard 
is said to be that Dr. Chagnon bas joined the 
Ancient Order of Foresters, a secret organiza- 


tion.

BASE-BALL. 


THE SEASON OF 1881 AND ITS LESSONS. 

The League batting and fielding averages tor 
the plaging season of 1881, printed in Tur TRIB- 
UNE of Friday, Oct. . contain many instructive 
and suggestive facts notabparent at first glance. 
They show, among other things, that the ball- 
playing of this season was far superior in point 
of skill and interest to that of any preceding 
season, and that the game is progressing and 
developing under the auspices of the League. 
The improvement has obtained in each of the 
three scorable elements of the game—batting, 
fielding, and run-getting—and no less in that 
unscorabie element, base-running. The figures 
for the seasons of 1879, 1880, and 1881. as given 
in Spalding’s Guide, show a steady progress in 
the matter of fielding. In 1879 the league's 
fielding average as a whole was %63; m 1. 
877: in 1881, 88, the latter being the 
highest degree of perfection in fielding ever 
reached. In 1879the League batting average 
was 257; in 1880, 244; in 1881, 260; and the aver- 
age runs scored per game for the three years 
was, respectively, 10.68, 9.2, and 10.16. But it

Season—The Apollo Club and 


Its First Concert. 


The Mozart Society’s Forthcoming Con- 
cert—Resumption of the Eddy 
Organ Recitals, 


The Beethoven Society, now in the ninth sea- 
don of its existence, has on its program for its 
first grand concert this winter Mendelssobn’s 
“Hymn of Praise” and Saint-Saén’s * Nvéi.”’ 
The other works selected for study and per- 
formance at the succeeding grand concerts” 
this winter are the Prometheus,“ by Liszt; 
„Crusaders, by Gade; Zion,“ by Gade; and 
“Te Deum,” by Henschel. the montbly 
“reunions” of the society—which are in reality 
only another style of concerts from the grand,” 
and differmg from them in the fact that the 
numbers consist of a variety of vocal solos and 
instrumental pieces, instead of one great work, 
as in the grand concerts—several new pieces 
and also some new voices will be 
introducet? before the close of the season. 
In this counection also we are autorized to an- 
ngunce that the society have positively ar- 
rauged with Mr. George Henschel for his ap- 
pearance in one of the grand concerts“ and at 
one of the reunions in the latter part of the sea- 


sun. 

The reference to new works and new voices 
futroduced by the society during the past calls 
to mind the purpuse announccd in the organiza- 
tion of the Beethoven Society—viz.: The culti- 
vation in Chicago of a taste for a hiyher class uf 
music than then prevailed. Whether this has 
been accomplished in any degree can probably 
be more satisfactorily answered by the 
large number of the active and asso- 
ciate nembers and the putrons of the 
society. But even outside of these, the 
general music-loving public can scarcely fail to 
see the great advance that bas been made in 
the last nine years. During that time the nu- 
merous opera companies which have made Chi- 
cago their objective point bave not introduced 
more than two or three operas that were not 
previously weil known here, while the Becthoven 
Society and Apollo Club together have intro- 
duced half a dozen new and great works, and 
several of these have been given by these soci- 
eties for the tirst time in America.

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MRS. ROBERT. 


A Day Spent in the Argument of 
Her Case. 


Judge Rogers Will Give His Decision 
Monday Morning. 


The hearing of the habeas corpus case of Mrs. 
Ada Robert was resumed by Judge Rogers yes- 
terday morning in the presence of quite a crowd 
of people, considerable interest being telt in the 
result. 

THE RELATOR WAS RECALLED, 
and testified that Dr. Kilbourn bad never waited 
upon her or prescribed for her untii after the 
issuance of the writ two weeks ago. Dr. Oliver 
attended her until his death, and then Dr. Stone 
up to the time he went away. She denieg hav- 
ing told lies when at the asylum. 
W. W. O'BRIEN, 

her attorney, then took the stand, excusing him- 
self for so doing on the ground that he had been 
forced into the cause. He testified that, after the 
trial for the killing of Weber, he conferred with 
State’s-Attorney Mills about Mrs. Robert going 
to the asylum, and Mr. Mills agreed with him 
that it would be best, and he consented to keep 
her there for a couple of months. Witness told 
her that he didn't think she would be there any 
longer. About the middle of April, 1880, he went to 
the asylum to see Mrs. Robert. He met Dr. Kil- 
bourn in his office, and asked to see her. The 
Doctor was willing he should do so, and com- 
menced talking “in a jocular vein ' about Mrs. 
Robert. He (Kilbourn) said it was a gook joke to 
have her there. She had played a fraud upon 
her lawyers, and the Court, and the public, and 
was no more insane than he (Kilbourn) was. She 
had gotten out of the murder business, 
but was in the insane asylum, and, be- 
ing there should stay. The Doctor spoke 
ot the insanity dodge, and of the bad treatment 
Miss Howe had received from Mrs. Robert. 
When witness saw her, he told her he had heard 
some bad stories about her. She immediately 
said: * Dr. Kilboura bas been talking to you. 
I knew you would be hearing something about 
me. Ine Webers bave got bold of him.” Wit- 
ness saw Miss Howe, and she said Mrs. Robert 
bad never treated ber badly—that she was no 
more insane than he O'Brien) was. 

Miss Howe, in rebuttal, denied that she had 
ever abused a patient, and also the conversa- 
tion referred to by Mr. O'Brien. but she finally 
admitted that he asked her, Do you think this 
woman is very crazy?’ and she replied, I no 
not think she is very crazy.’ 

THE LAWYERS 
then began their arguments. 

Mr. Forrest opened for the relator, claiming 
that the evidence of Dr. Kilbourn and of the 
watches, etc., was as to facts which were entire- 
ly compatible with sanity. 

Mr. Swett for the State urged that the Court 
was not justified in discharging Mrs. Robert ex- 
cept upon indubitable evidence that she was 
fully recovered. The case must have such a 
presentation as would justify the Court in his 
own conduct provided she was to kill somebody 
else after: she was released. He should 
be able say, uotwithstanding she might 
have Killed one person, the case was 
so clear before bim that he acted upon 
indubitable testimony. The Court could not 
properly discharge the relator upon all evidence 
offered on her vart if wholly unanswered, be- 
cause it was simply the observation of phy- 
sicians who had seen ber at the trial and on one 
other occasion. It hau been two years since the 
trial, and the Court would be justified in refus- 
ing a discharge, stating that what he wanted 
was a history of the case from day to day for two 
years’ and not for two days. The case 
itseif showed that Mrs. Robert was in- 
sane from the finding of the jury, and 
that insanity manifested itself in certain ways— 
by fits and hysterics; and the fact was the situ- 
ation bad continued the same. She bad had fijs 
and hysterics at intervals all the time down to 
the present, and it was the united judgment of 
the people at the asylum, four of whom were on 
the stand, including the Superintendent, that 
she dad not recovered. Their testimony cov- 
ered all the period since the trial, and ought to 
prevail over that of persons who had simply 
seen ber for two days. 

At the afternoon session

followed for the State, tak the position that 
in November, 1879, Mrs. Robert was tried for 
murder, and it was actermined by the verdict of 
the jury that she killed Weber, but that at the 
time she was Jnsane, and was also insane at the 
time of the trial.

Sue was ordered by the verdict to remain 
iu the asyium until she was completely per- 
manently recovered. The burden of proof in this 

ing was, therefore, on the friends and 
lawyers of the relator. it must be established 

and question that ber sanity had 
been restored fully and enduringty. He analyzed 
the evidences of the witnesses who swore to the 


} Chaplain took the opportunity to pre 


present sanity of Mrs. Robert, claiming that 


their conclusions were based on limited exami- 
nations and one or two interviews. 
not Know from their observation her habits of 
life and her wencral conduct and 
ecbaracter and customary mental 
dition. They knew nothing of her bys- 
teria, epilepsy, and delusions. Against their 
conclusions had been presented the evidence of 
uttendants at the asylum, and that of Drs. Kil- 
bourn, Jewell, Hay, and Brown—persons who 
knew Mrs. Robert well and long, and had seen 
her under many and varied circumstances. They 
knew of ber general life and condition of mind. 
They were positive in their opinion that the un- 
fortunate woman was still insune, and some of 
them were pronounced in their statement that 
her insanity was of an incurable type. The evi- 
dence of these witnesses was also fully analvzed, 
and it was urged upon the Court that the dis- 
charge of Mrs. Hobert would bea menace to 
the safety of our citizens. 


MR. O'BRIEN, 


in closing for The defense, spoke of a poor, 
triendiess woman on one side and power, wealth. 
and influence on the other, saying the prosecu- 
uon was not in the interest of the public, but 
grew out of a spirit of vengeance, the Webers 
having failed to put her into the penitentiary, 
for the purpose of keeping der in an equally 
oppresive place of confinement. His understand- 
ing at the time of the trial was that Mrs. Ro- 
bert was to go to the asylum for two or three 
months. He bad no idea tbat a conspiracy would 
develop to keep her in the asylum as 
long as she lived—that the Webers were 
at the bottom of it, and that Kilbourn 
would be their tool. If be had argued 
the matter to the jury they would not only have 
ncguitted her of murder, but of insanity. Mr. 
O'Brien claimed that there was not a particle of 
evidence to show that Mrs. Robert had ever had 
an epileptic tit. Referring to what Mrs. Benton 
said, he ridiculed the idea that an epileptic could 
be found in a chair. Mrs. Benton had simply 
carried out the instructions of ber master in so 
swearing. As to the motive for the killing, Mr. 
0’ Brien adverted to the deception practiced by 
Weber, the loss of her busband, children, and 
home, and the branding of her as a blackmailer 
—destroying her character publiciy—was not 
cause enough. The letter of the law might pot 
justify the shooting, but the law of 
God, every principle of human nature. 
charity. and sympathy would say there 
was at least a very strong excuse tor it. Being 
of a nervous temperament, she was excited 
when put in jail and bad fits, but, when the 
storm was over and having received good treat- 
ment, the result was for four months before the 
trial she was fully restored. The testimony of 
the witnesses from the asylum proved nothing 
—simpiy that, when sbe came, she was calm, 
docile, and sane: but when she found out that 
she was not to be released, supposing that her 
lawyer and everybody eise had turned against 
her, she became a little turbulent, excited, and 
noisy. Was that evidence of insanity? She had 
sorrows, and gave vent to her grief. Because 
she gave trouble, was she never to 
be free again? Onl two witnesses said 
she was now insane—Mrs. Benton and Dr. Kil- 
bourn. The reasons of the, former were so rid- 
iculous as to be unworthy of comment, while 
all the latter knew was what he bad been told 
by otbers, he having never attended to her; and 
besides, Mr. O’Brien insisted that Dr. Kilbourn 
had deen contradicted and impeached. He 
ctaimed that the preponderance of evidence was 
on the side of the relator. There uever would 
be another Weber. Mrs. Robert bad “ crossed 
the Kubicon of life, and the fountains of temp- 
tation and passion were all dried up.“ She had 
never — before, and now the cause 
of her trouble was removed. Was she not sane 
now? If so, was she not entitled to her liberty? 
Where was the danger in ber?

Studio and Gallery Notes. 

Misa Marie, A. Brown, the lady who has inau-

RURAL MONOPOLY. 


— — 


The Farmers Working a Corner on 
Fresh Miik. 

The honest farmers who aid in furnishing 
Chicago with its mixture of chalk, water, and 
milk, have concluded to form a combination, 
and through the milk-dealers they propose to 
put the screws upon the people of this city who 
consume the lacteal fluid. The “innocent” 
Granger, who yells himself hoarse at the im- 
positions of great monopolies, now proposes to 
form a monopoly of his own, which may break 
down of its own innate and insatiable desire to 
impose upon the people. They propose to 
raise the price of milk after the ist of 
November to 18% cents per gallon, or $1.45 
per can to the dealers. At present 
16 cents, per gallon is being paid, 
The claim for this sudden and unexpected rise 
is bas@l upon the fact that everything is up and 
that they can't afford to sell their milk ot, pres- 
ent prices. All this is a shame and a traud upon 
its face. It is customary at this season of the 
year to advance the price of milk, and this was 
done only a short time ago. To a further ad- 
vance neither the deulers nor tho consumers 
will consent. Hay, corn, and feed, are not 80 
high as to justify another advance, as can be 
proven, and if theraise is insisted on, this city 
will soon be flooded with milk from 
other points, for some of the dealers were already 
in negotiation to bring milk from points 
other than where it is obtained now for this 
market. Said one dealer to, a TRIBUNE re- 
porter last evening: These farmers forget 
that we can forw acombination too, and against 
them. All their ery is poppycock. They “know 
better than we do that they are lving when they 
ussert that they cant produce milk for 16 cents 
at a protit. I know better. In tess thun a 
month, if they iusist upon their unreasonable 
course, we wiil bid them ail farewell and have 
new farmers to deal with. Consumers are now 
puying ali that milk is worth.“ 

A TRIBUNE reporter called last evening upon 
Mr. M. A. Devine, at No. 168 North State street, 
who isthe leading milk-dealer in Chicago. 1 
handle,“ said be, 1.600 gallons of milk a day, 
and I produce a goodly share of res myself, 
upon my farm. I can raise milk at $1.25 per can 
and 

MAKE A GOOD PROFIT. 

It is a trick of the farmers to form this com- 
bination and raise the price at the last minute. 
If the milk-producers for this vicinity need a 
guardian and a combination, I think that things 
are coming to a pretty pass. Kvery producer 
oucht to be able to knowat what price he should 
sell his milk without asking some schemer's or 
his neighbor's advice. The man who don't know 
how to conduct his own business ouwgat to get 
outofit. We can soon get our supply of milk 
from other points, but these fellows can makeit 
inconvenient for this city for a sbort time, but 
we can break up their combination. They kaow 
very well that they can't make more money by 
turning their milk into butter. They know 
nothing of the future of the butter market. If 
the market tor butter should keep up in Europe 
they might have a show, but even at present 
prices the raw milk produces them as mucb as 
butter would. The market in Europe muy 
break up in a few weeks, It broke up 
last year by too great exportation, and 
the same is going on now. There 
are 100,000 boxes more of cheese in England to- 
day than there was at this time a yeur ago And 
there are 200,000 more boxes in this country than 
there was this time last year. Who is going to 
take that cheese at once? Then, again, the farm- 
ers have had the advantage of five weeks’ out- 
door feed already for the winter ahead of last 
year. The raise is too great. I know what it 
costs to raise milk. Branis ® per tou less than 
it was six weeks ago; corn is le cents a bushel 
lower. I got mv hay su per ton less than last 
year. Help is the only thing that is bigher, and 
that does not justify such a rise, as it cuts a 
small figure in milk production. Sixteen 
cents per gallou is ampie for mik. I have 
been twenty-seven years in the milk 
business here, and | had rather make my con- 
tracts from month to month than pay Is", cents 
per gallon for milk and run my chances. It is 
a business in which we ougbt to know the price 
for six months in advance. I believe in treat- 
ing the farmer fairly, but he is stepping over 
the line entirely when he tries this dodge. The 
condensing factory at Elgin pays only Is cents 
a galion delivered, and 16 cents a gullon here is 
altogether too great a diffe rence in price al- 
ready. No, sir. we won't submit, and in less 
than six weeks mis market will be flooded with 
milk if this rise is persisted in.’

THE REVISION. 
A REVIEW OF THE WORK BY ONE OF THE 
REVISERS. 

The Bishop of St. Andrew’s, who was one 
of the British Company of Revisers, does not 
altogether like the work as it was done. He 
says in his carefully prepared charge at his 
Synod: 

“| have certainly felt at the result to 
which, asa body, we have deliberately come, 
shows less consideration for the work of our 
predecessors than it might have done; and 
consequently we have less reason to com- 
plain if some severity is shown to our own 
work. The more I saw of the work, the 
more it appeared to me that we were going 
beyond the purpose for which, as Ll under- 
stood it, we have been appointed.” He 
points out numerous infelicities, and re- 
marks: “Itis evident that chauges and in- 
consistencies such as these are calculated to 
increase perplexity rather than to remove it.“ 
More particularly he thas critcises the work 
of his committee. 

did the best I could to resist alterations of 
the Authorized Version—such, for instance, 
as in St. Matt., vi.. 13, the last petition of 
the Lord’s Prayer: andin St. Luke, ii., 14, 
the evangelical doxology, where our version 
depends upon the change of a letter in the 
Greek text. Both these alterations have 
given rise, as you must know, to much dis- 
cussion; and so far as I could judge I was 
unable to discoverin either case any real 
necessity of faithfulness to justify, or any 
actual consensus of scholars to demand, the 
changes that have been made, and which I 
objected to as “over-bold” on our part; 
though 1 was far from being insensible to 
the weight of argument byought in defense 
of them in both instances.’ Apart from other 
considerations of which scholars only are 
competent to judge, and what may be said, 
perhaps, to be nearly balanced, the ordinary 
reader of the Bible cannot fail to feel the 
wery.grave objection the two changes 
taken together tend to narrow the “exceed- 
Ing breadth of the Word of God, both in 
regard to what is evil and in regard 
to what is good. This 1 do not 
scruple to point, out, because I cannot 
yield to- the argument with which we 
were sometimes pr that all rea- 
soning whatever from internal evidence 
must be disallowed. Wherever, in conse- 
quence of discordant testimony of SS. ‘and 
other ancient authorities, there is room for 
doubt as to whatthe Word of God has act- 
ually said, itis perfectly legitimate to take 
into account what from its general tenor it 
was most likely to say. Deliverance from 
the Evil One“ narrows that most gracious 
petition, inasmuch as it does not include all 
evil: for instance, not the gvil of the world, 
or the evil of our own nature; while it sug- 
gests that the Christian who has renounced 
the devil is still under his dominion in a 
measure which the New Testament else- 
where does not warrant, but plainly denies. 
Consequently our New Version falls short 
of the full meaning which the petition as it 
now stands carries with it, and was most 
likely to convey, and at the same time it 
gives emphasis toa meaning which, to say 
the least, is not the probable one. 

II. like manner, Peace among men in 
whom He is well pleased narrows that first 
and most gracious announcement of the 
Gospel message, inasmuch as this change 
appears to limit to a favored portion of man- 
kind what in the text as it stands in the Au- 
thorized Version is extended universally to 
the whole. :

THE CASE OF RECTOR GREEN--PETITION TO 
THE QUEEN—KINDLY INTERVENTION OF

The continued confinement of the Rev. 
Mr. Green, rector of St. John, Miles Plat- 
ting, Mafichester, in Lanvaster Jail, is still 
cause of much excitement and irritation not 
only among his own parishioners, but 
largely throughout ecclesiastical circles in 
England. Among non-conformists Mr. 
Gireen’s case is regarded as a sort of practical 
commentary upon the unsound condition of 
the English Established Church. Mr. Green 
has, by persistently indulging in certain pro- 
scribed ritualistic practices and by stubborn- 
ly refusing to pay any attention to the moni- 
tion of his Bishop, and the exhibition that 
followed, set himself up in open de 
fiance of the laws of his Church. It 
ig true that he says that the laws under 
which he has been cast into prison 
are unconstitufional. But this is a poor way 
of justifying the course which he has so per- 
sistently pursued. As the law now stands, 
and as the law is now administerea, Mr. 
Green is a transgressor; and as a transgres- 
sor he is now suffering. But the non-cor- 
formist naturally enough asks, Why keep 
up all this excitement? If Mr. Green has 
broken the law of his Church, as alleged, and 
if in place of confessing that he hus done 
wrong he persists in his contumacy, why not 
cut him off from the Church altogether?” 
This, however, the authorities cannot do. 
They can imprison for the offense charged, 
but they cannot remove. The position in 
which the Episcopal Church of England is 
thus placed before the entire community is 
the reverse of enviable. While non-con- 
formists look on and ridicule, Episcopalians 
themselves confess to a feeling of shame. 
The continuance of the present state of 
things cannot but be — — to the best 
interests 6f the Established Church, and even 
to the general interests of religion.

INTERVENTION OF THE ARCHBISHOP OF 
a YORK. 


In mete circumstances it Is not wonderful 
within whe 10mson, Archbishop of York, 
n whose jurisdiction Manchester is sit- 
uated, should have been tempted to make an 
effort to secure the release of Mr. Green. 
What the Archbishop actually did he bim- 
self has stated with fullness and clearness in 
a letter to the editor of the London Times. 
Ou induiry tle Archbishop found that the 
way to the release was to apply to the Judge, 
with the consent of the prosecutor. It was 
useless, however, to expect the consent of 
the prosecutor, unless some assurance would 
be given that Mr. Green would not resume, 
on regaining his freedom, the course against 
which the suit had been undertaken: and 
the Judge was not to be expected to disered- 
it the process of his court. It was vain also 
to expect that Mr. Green, who had made dis- 
obedie ce a matter of conscience when 
he wa free, would assume an attitude of 
obedience for the mere purpose of regaining 
his liberty. What then wasto be done? 
What was wanted was some mode which 
would at one and the same time secure the 
consent of the prosecution and satisfy the 
conscience of Mr. Green. Such a mode the 
Archbishop thought he had hit upon. It 
was an old and recognized principle of the 
Anglican Church that ritualistic changes 
should not be made without the consent of 
the Bishop. This principle had again and 
again been asserted in convention. It had 
been sanctioned and approved by the Pan- 
Anglican Conference some yearsago. The 
Archbishop wrote to Mr. Green, requesting 
him to express to him his willingness to put 
himselt in the hands of his own diocesan, the 
. Bishop of Manchester. How the Bishop of 
Manchester might rule in this ease, Mr. 
Green, although he might have his Suspi- 
clons, was not to be supposed to know. It 
was reasonable to conclude that his ruling 
would be for the best. If the ruling was not 
entirely dceording to Mr. Greeu’s wishes he 
could have obeyed, as it were, under proteSt: 
such a course was not unreasonable. More- 
over, it offered to the imprisoned priest a 
means of release from prison without the 
sacrifice of principle. 

Mr. Green, however, did not choose to see 
it in that light. He had refused to put him- 
self in the hands of his own Bishop two anda 
half vears ago,and what he could not de 
then he would not do now. So ended the 
well-intentioned services of the Archbishop 
of York, and Mr. Green remaius in prison. 
All those, however, who take any interest in 
this particular manifestation of English cler- 
ical life will agree with the Archbishop in 
saying that his intervention in the case has 
not been wholly in vain. It proves that the 
cell from which his friends and sympathizers 
would gladly lead the prisoner forth is 
locked on the inside. Mr. Green insists on 
continuing a minister in the Anglican com- 
munion, and yet he will not accept the ruling 
of the Archbishop's court, nor the opinion of 

the assembled Bishops of the Anglican com- 
‘munion throughout the world, nor the deter- 
mination of his own Bishop, nor the invita- 
tion of the Archbishop of the province. By 
this, his latest act, the imprisoned rector of 
Miles Platting has not only proved him- 
self impracticable and incorrigible, but add- 
ed to the suin of his offense: such, at least, 
seems to be the prevailing feeling. 
Submission to Episcopal authority is one of 
the cardinal principles of the English Church. 
Mr. Green has violated and repudiated all 
such authority. It requires no large amount 
of prescience to be able to foretell that such 
a state of things cannot continue to exist 
without serigus detriment to the cause of 
religion inside the English Church estab- 
lishment. 

It is generally felt that if the Church is not 
to be held up before the world as an object of 
contempt, the Legislature must step in and 
amend the law, as it affects the holders of 
benetices. Under the law, as it is, there can 

ractically be no end to this state of things. 

r. Green must remain in prison for lite un- 
less he changes his views or the law is 
changed; nor is there any limit to the possi- 
ble number of similar cases. It has already 
been shown in these columns that the law 
has already interfered largely with the mat- 
ter of ritualism, but with no great success, 
The Public Worship Regulation Act” was 
passed in 1874. This act created a special 
court, with a special Judge for the trial of 
ritualistic cases. This court has rather 
created trouble than allayed it. Some 
months ago the Government was in- 
duced to appoint a Royal Commission 
to inquire into the working of the different 
ecclesiastical courtsof the Chureh. That 
commission has not yet reported. In last 
session of Parliament a bill was introduced 
by Earl Beauchamp in the House of Lords 
in order to meet this very case of Mr. (teen. 
It was based on an old act of 1840, passed in 
the interest of a Quaker, who had been im- 

risoned for refusing to pay Church rates, 

t provided for the release of a prisoner held 
for contumacy, after six months’ imprison- 
ment, provided the prosecutor gave. his con- 
sent. Lord Beauchamp’s bill did away with 
this qualification. It was felt, however, that 
such a measure would be ineffectual in 
striking at the root of the disease. It pro- 
vided for the release of the prisoner at the 
end of six mouths, but it did not prevent the 
repetition of the offense and subsequent im- 
prisonment. ‘Hence the Lord Chancellor 
added an amendment providing that a sec- 
ond act of disobedience after release should 
involve the forfeiture of the offender’s bene- 
fice. In thisshape the bill went to the House 
of Commons, but toward the end of August, 
when it came before tne wearied members for 
asecond reading, it was disposed of bya 
count out. 

The defeat of the measure, it was felt by 
those interested in the settlement of these 
clerical difficulties, was a misfortune. Its 
passage would have made an end of the 
Green scandal, and it would have made ade- 
quate provision for the effectual punishment 
of future offenses. The House of Commons, 
however, is never particularly fond of eecle- 
siastica! questions, andthe Irish Land bill 
had exhausted both its strength and its 
patience. Legislation, however, is now 
loudly and generally demanded, and the pre- 
sumption is that both the Archbishops will 
lend'the weight of their influence to bring 
about a satisfactory change in the. law. 
There seems to be no good reason Why a re- 
fractory clergyman should be allowed to 
cling to the emoluments of his office in spite 
of authority as well as in spite of 
his offenses, and there can be no doubt 
that such a change of the law as would lead, 
after the second offense, to the severance of 
the offender from his’ benefice, its duties and 
its emoluments, would strike at the root of 
the evil and maké the Enrights, and the Dales, 
and the Greens less numerous in the future. 
Some such change will, in all likelihood, be 
effected during the next session of Parlia- 


ment.

WAT CAST-IRON SECTARIANISM IS BOUND 
TO COME 10.

When ‘Pius the Ninth issued the bull in 
which he declared the Papacy to be infalli- 
ple, he signed the death-warrant of the Holy 
See as a power in the temporal and spiritual 
world. Tuis self-styled infallibility was 
soon exhibited in virtual imprisonment, 
shorn of every vestigé of temporal authority, 
and the existing intellectual rebellion against 
papal teachings and against priestly domi- 
nation in spritual affairs was intensified and 
strengthened by this deliverance. Any 
Church that denies to its ministers and lay- 
men the liberty to think for themselves, out 
to the very boundary line of faith, puts on 
the garb of infallibility, and, it may beadded, 
that any Church so doing has commenced to 
decay. NoChurch has the right to insist 
upon any pet interpretations of Scripture, to 
bind men’s minds withal. A Church of 
slaves is doomed to die. 

A cou having authority in the Methodist 
Chureh has tried and condemned one of the 
ministers of fits communion for supposed 
errors in doctrine, which errors in no wise 
attack the fundamental Christian truths, and 
for which this minister could not be con- 
demned without setting up as standards of 
doctrine some authorities not recognized by 
the Church as such, in its more spiritually- 
minded days—authorities which disguss the 
niceties of theological dogma after man- 
ner of the schools. For these supposed er- 
rors, this minister, who for twenty-five years 
nas led a consistent and exceptionally useful 
Christian life—this man in the full tide of 
his usefulness, has been — not only 
from his ministerial oflice, but from 
the Church which he has loved and 
to which he has clung with rare 
through years of persecution and 
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calumny. His Church has cast him out 
utterly—denied him even the privilege of 

rtaking of the communion, and branded 
iim as a heretie and an onteast. They could 
have treated a thief no worse. They would 
have been more lenient with a brother who 
had simply fallen from grace.“ 

It the Methodist Church, through its su- 
preme councils, shall confirm the action of 
the Rock River Conference, we do not 
hesitate to say it will become a manufactory 
of hypocrits. Let the General Conference 
confirm its own hastily made decision, that 
the Catechism and some of Wesley’s works, 

Watson’s or Pope’s Theology.“ are em- 
braced in the standards of doctrine of the 
Methodist Church, and it will be notice 
to the ministry of the Church that 
they must not think for themselves 
outside these set boundaries. The 
Methodist clergy are dependent upon their 
District Conferences for their appointments, 
for their“ bread and butter.“ as one of the 
organs of the Church puts it. They, every 
man of them, have been warned by one of 
the courts of the Church, presided over by a 
Bishop, that if they dare to think for them- 
selves, dare to depart from the circumscribed 
lines.of thought contained in the standards 
of.doctrine, their means of gaining a liveli- 
hood will be summarily cut off, The expul- 
sion of Dr. Thomas is simply an attempt to 
bulldoze the preachers inside Method- 
ism into. preaching what Watson, and 
Pope, John Wesley believed 
about minor points of doctrine. And the 
attempt will be successful. We do not 
expect that there will be any great exodus 
from the Methodist Church as the result of 
the Thomas trial. The ministers of that 
communion are too well disciplined, too 
much cowed, if we may use the expression, 
to expect that cay gues number of them will 
take such independent action, Nor will they 
altogether cease to think for themselves. 
Many of them already hold views identical 
with those for which Dr. Thomas has been 
punished. They will hold opinions, as do 
some of their Bishops and leading preach- 
ers, wholly at variance with the standards. 
But they will not resign. They will simply 
conceal their views, hide their opinions, per- 
haps preach what they do not believe for 
the sake of their places—in a word, become 
hypocrits. 

To summarize: The Methodist Church con- 
trols the-bread-winning power of her preach- 
ers, and says to them, if you dare to think 
for yourselves your “ bread and butter“ will 
be cut off—for the average Methodist minis- 
ter is the most helpless of mortals; he is as 
much a slave to his vocation as is the sailor: 
there is nothing thathe can turn to, save to 
a book-agency or to a second-class insurance 
solicitor. Itis not to be expected of human 
nature that it will stand sucha test as this. 
Therefore, we say that if the General Confer- 
ence confirms the action of Rock River Con- 
ference, in the expulsion of Dr. Thomas, by 
refusing to reconsider the vote which made

doctrine, it will turn the Methodist ministry 
into a great hypocrit factory. Is not that a 
noble mission for a Christian Church? Bet- 
ter wake infidels than hypoerits. 


GENERAL NOTES, 

The Northeastern Deanery of IIIinois will 
meet at Grace Church Chapel, in this city, 
tomorrow morning at 10 o’clotk. 

The thirty-fifth annual meeting of the 
American Missionary Association will be 
held in Worcester, Mass., Nov. 1 and 2. 

The Allen and Broome Street Churches of 
New York are discussing the feasibility of 
uniting, and seeking a new and more central 
location, | 

Dr. Wayland’s “ Moral Sclence and Polit- 
ical Economy” have been Wanslated into 
Japanese, and are now highly appreciated 
text-books in all the high schools and col- 
leges. 

In Minnesota there are ninety-four Epis- 
copal churches, witheighty-three clergymen, 
5,064 communicants, and S282, 4% worth of 
property. The contributions last 
year amounted to $87,500, 


A band of five missionaries have started 
from Wuchang, in Central China, for the 
purpose of opening a mission in the prov- 
inces of Kweichau, in the west of Chia. 
‘Lhe station is 1,500 miles ffom Shanghai, and 
about 900 miles from Wuchang. This is cer- 
tainly good pioneer work. 


The “Salvation Army“ recently held a 
* council of war,“ when “Gen.” Booth said 
that the organization now had 245 stations, 
with 470 officers, 7,000 soldiers, 46,000 people 
attending its meetings every week, and an 
income of $250,000 a year. A great “salva- 
tion temple is talked of, to cost $500,000 and 
hold 10,000 people. 


Dr. Sheldon Jackson has just completed 
his third missionary tour in Southeastern 
Alaska. During this trip he established new 
missions among the Hydah and Hoonyah 
tribes, located three missionaries, erected 
mission buildings at the Chilcat and Hoon- 
vah stations, changed into school-houses an 
Indian house at llydah and an old Govern- 
ment building at Sitka, visited and preached 
the Gospel in fifteen native villages. 

The Rev. John W. Chadwick in a recent 
sermon says: No doubt, if once the evolu- 
tionary theory of man’s descent should ob- 
tain the universal suffrages of scientific men, 
it would be insisted that the Bible taught 
this theory, and that the Church has always 
taught it. Lecould name more than one Bi- 
ble text that seeins almost impatient for the 
honer of anticipating the Darwinian hypoth- 
esis, and it should be more apt than. many a 
text which is today esteemed prophetic of 
accepted scientific truth.“ 


The Missionary Herald has changed the 
spelling of its East Indi&in names to conform 
to the rules that have been adopted by the 
East Indian Post-Oflice Department. Here- 
after it will give reports of the Maratha 
Mission, instead of the Mahratta; will print 
Admednagar, instead of Ahmednuggur: 
Sirus, instead of Siroos; Shalapur, Kolha- 
pur, and other purs (cities), instead of Shala- 
pore, Kolhapoor, and other pous or poors. Lt 
does not matter so much how these names 
are written as that all write them alike. 


The Japanese show a desire to maintain a 
high standard of education for the ministry. 
At the last Presbytery two of the candidates 
for license were sent back on examination, 
and this was done more by the natives thein- 
selves than by the missionaries present. The 
Japanese Daily News uot long ago called 
the attention of the priests to the result 
which had already been effected by the small! 
body of Christian ministers, seventy in num- 
ber, and contrasted these with the laziness 
and inefficiency of the tens of thousands of 

riests. 

The American Board of Foreign Missions 
held their annual meeting in St. Louis last 
week. ‘The satistics of the year’s work are 
good. Number of laborers of all classes in 
mission work, 2,151; pages of tracts in native 
languages, 25,000,000; churches, 272; church 
members, 18,446; added during the year, 
2.161; pupils in school, 53,560. The financial 
statement shows total receipts of $451,214; of 
this the sources were, donations from 
churches and individuals, $242,016: from 
legacies, $92,268; from the Woman’s Board, 
$102,037, and the remainder trom Sunday- 
schools and miscellaneous receipts. 


In commenting upon the declaration of the 
Archbishop of Canterbury that “ there is 
nothing in the order and discipline of the 
Church of England to prevent laymen trom 
assisting the parochial clergy by reading and 
expounding Holy Scripture, and leading the 
prayers and praises of the congregation in 
school-rooms and other appropriate places,“ 
the London Echo says that “if such an 
archiepiscopal declaration had been issued 
in the middie of the last century, and had 
been cordially accepted by the parochial 
clergy, it is at least probable that John Wes- 
ley’s followers would have remained within 
the pale of the Church of England.” ‘There 
are 1 the diocese of London 140 lay readers. 


A business-man recently asked the Boston 
Journal why Gospel cars should not be at- 
tached to passenger trains as well as smok- 
ing-cars. Conductor Harris, of the Old Col- 
ony Railroad, answers through the same 

aper that the suggestion is a practicable one,

On 
the next day (Friday) this motion to reconsider 
was the first businessin order. which | advo- 
cated in a few remarks, whereppon followed an 
interesting discusson of more than two bours, 
wherein broader and more unsectional views 
from every secuon represented in the conven- 
tion could not possibly be surpassed, and the 
resolution, "slightly amended, was passed by 
more than a two-thirds vote: and. as | under- 
stood, the Michigan and Illinois delegations were 
perfectly satisded with the result.

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CHICAGO SCHOOL SYSTEM. 


The Bright Pupils Chained to the Dull 
Ones—Aud Heid Baek — Here Routine 
and in a Kut—Inability of Teachers 
to Get Out of It. 

To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 29.—The chief difficulty which 
the Citizens’ Committee will meet in its attempt 
to work reform in the school system is likely to 
come from the opposition of teachers. The 
routine work which the committee seek to avoid 
is the very foundation of the “graded system.” 
Disturb that and you destroy the very basis of 
the perfection which professional school 
teachers claim for the system. Why? Fortwo 
reasons. The majority of teachers are so wed- 
ded to a round of duties that a variation of re- 
quirements throws them completely off the 
truck, and they know not what todo. Again, 
the graded schools are based on an idea, half 
faise, that the majority of pupils are 
of mediocre ability, and can do just 
about so much work, and that public 
scbools should be so arranged that the particu- 
larly bright should be heid in check and the 
specially dull should be dragged up to tne stand- 
ard regariess of ability. In order to accomplish 
this a system has ben devised which maps out a 
scheme of work far too narrow fur geaius, but 
just suited tothe wauts of pupils who do not 
care to apply themselves to any mental effort, 
and particularly adapted to the capacities of 
teachers who have not ingenuity enough to 
originate avy pians for themseives. The change 
to unother metbod cannot easily be made, be- 
cause teachers do not easily or readily measure 
the capacity of pupils. 

Those who have not seen the inner workings 
of the present school system have no idea what 
a sham it is, and how prolitic of pretenses. 
From tue chart to the virgil, the work is done 
by the teacber in a groove no wider tban 
the system compels, and by the pupil 
in a manner that is the outgrowth 
of indolence, untortunate teaching, un- 
wise forms of work, and the worst systems of 
repression. The whole tendency of teaching 
under the systems in vogue in the majority of 
schools is to cheek any display of inwenuity in 
acquiring knoviedge. Such a thing as mental 
discipline is impossible in asystem where the text 
book is put juth the hands of the pupils as the 
embodiment of all there is to be learned of any 
particular subject. The teacher likes to heara 
glib recitation and enforces the memorizing of 
the text. The Superintendent likes to see bis 
schools of ove grade all working on the same 
lessons and ou the same dead level, whether it 
be in the s bool filled with bright, ſutelligent 
learners,or in those filled with the product of the 
byways and hedges, the gutters and the garrets. 
So be fixes up a course that will cloud the briil- 
iancy of intellect in one and bide the deformities 
of the other. 

Where is the remedy? The Citizens’ Comuit- 
tee bas found one way. But tbis difficulty will 
present itself: Teachers cannot work rapidiy 
into any pew channeis, and unless extreme cau- 
tion is taken the result will be the abandonment 
of a syatem, bad and indefensible though it be, 
for coutlicting systems put into the bands of in- 
judicious, undise:plined persons with no ability 
to direct, originate, or execute. Superiutend- 
ents trained in the present ways and wedded to 
them because they show off well will not be 
quick to accept a change. In fact, the strongest 
1 will com’ trom that quarter. 

he revolution tn school-teacbing iu this coun- 
try is near at hand. But its leadership must be 
ut into the bands of those able to direct it 

Too rapid or too radical overturn- 

ing will result in chaos worse thagp a 

seedy system. In order that we may be pre- 

pared for the coming revoiution, we must de- 
mand of Superintendents and Principals a prac- 
tical traum rather than a proficiency in 

„ methods.” ural districts must select better 

directors and wiser teachers; normal scboois 

must be made to doa diffvrent kind of work and 
afford a training more in keeping with common 
sense: teachers must be more ready and adapta- 
ble. In fact, the change must be from theoreri- 
cal training and surface teaching to ractical 
education, the development of mental, moral, 
and physical. qualities needed in the citizen, the 
business-mun, and the artisan. Teachers must 
take hold of this matter, or be made to stand 
aside. It will not de for them to scowl at crit- 
icism or battle with the inevitable. They may 
help direct the new order of things, and will be

The Liszt Banquet at the Re- 
vere House. 


Home and Surroundings of the 
Poet Longfellow.

Boston, Mass., Oct. 27.—Already the birthday 
celebrations begin. A very delightful occasion 
was the Liszt banquet at the Revere House Sat- 
urday evening, Oct. 22. On that day the Abbé 
Liszt was to years old. For a long time there 
und been in Boston musical circies talk of cele- 
brating the great musician's birthday. At one 
time it was hoped to give his Die Heilige Elisa- 
beth,” but this had to be abandoned, and a sup- 
per at the Revere House, supplemented bya 
feastof musie ot the Abbé’s composition was 
substituted. Oue hundred and fifty ladies and 
goutlemen. mostly professional or amateur mu- 
sicians, sat down to the feast. Mr. George W. 
Chickering loaned for the evening his beautiful 
bust of Liszt, by Ball, over which, against the 


wall, was a floral shield bearing the inscription, 
“ 1811—Franz Liszt—1881."’ The menu t ore excel- 
lent albertype portraits ot the great composer 
and pianist, and fac similes of his autograph. 
After two hours at table, there were speeches 
by Gen. Oliver, Mr. Lang, Dr. de Gersdorff, 
Charlies T. Perkins and others, and many per- 
sonal reminiscences of Liszt tender sympathy 
with and helpful kindness to others ot his art 
were effectively told. A telegram of congratu- 
lation was sent to him at Rome during the 
evening. There was much piano-playing. 
Lillian Bailey Henschel sang Victor Hugo's 
little poem, “Comment Disaeint-Ils —8et to 
music by Liszt, and Térése Liebe played on the 
violin the one composition Liszt has ever com- 
posed for that instrument. 

Private letters from Europe tell me that Dr. 
Liszt is very feebie, and will hardly see another 4 
birthday. His recent fall down a flight of stairs 
was a severe physical and nervous shock. He 
afterward, however, conducted some delightful 
chamber concerts at Weimar, with his usual en- 
thusiasm and graciousness of manner. The 
man is beloved by all who come in contact with 
him. This love with his pupils amounts to 
idolatry, as 1 have seen myself at Pesth, in 
Hungary, at his school. | 

Mr. Longfellow loaned to the banqueters his 
portrait of Liszt, painted by Healy. Thisisa 
most interesting picture. It represents Liszt 
as Longfellow first saw him, holding high in one 
hand a lighted candle, the rays of which illumine 
the wonderful face, the rest of the picture 
thrown into deep shadow, with excellent 
Rembrantish effect. Mr. Longfellow told me 


himself once of this visit. He said that the 
Abbé welcomed him ina dark room, save for 
the lighted taper be bofe, conducted bim to a 
seat, when he put down the candle on a piano, 
and said: That is an American Chickering 
piano, aod a good one, too.” Soon he asked: 
“Shall l play for you?” He seated himself at 
the piano, but the fancy took bim to go to au- 
other room, tofanother instrument. Longfellow 
followed him as he led the way again with the 
candle heid above his head, and then followed 
an hour of music, as far removed trom ordinary 
piano music asis that of the heavenly choirs 
irom the singing ot a village school, for nobody 
plays the piano jus? as Liszt does. That was in- 
deed a scene—the great tone poet at the piano, 
our Own poet in the shadow of that dim room 
so full of sarmonies, both in the air and in their 
own hearts. I find much resemblance in man- 
ner between these two men, though so unlike. 
LONGFELLOW, 

too, is feeble in body, and his song grows weak- 
er. But it is a rarely beautiful old age. He is 
now 74. For a week be has been confined to his 
house by vertigo, and such attacks are alarming 
to bis friends and family. His eyes are sunken, 
his step faltering, and his hand trembles as he 
writes. He has grown old recently and rapidiy; 
but there is the same old enthusiasm over his 
friends, his dearly-loved books, and pictures, 
and souvenirs of golden hours in the past. He 
talks with as much zest today of his beautiful 
Italian library as when he bought those rare 
books In Italy so long ago, and there is no fall- 
ing off in interest in all that to him is beautiful 
in life. One goes out of his lovely home at 
Cambridge with a feeling of great sadness that 
this perfectly rounded life must, at best, so soon 
go out; that all these treasures that cluster 
about him must pass into other hands. No man 
loves more his home, and there are not many 
such bomes in America. 

Wben a student at Harvard he roomed in the 
“Cragie Mansion,” a grand old colonia! house, 
with its twenty-three rambling rooms, and 
fascinating wainscotings, and staircase, 
and unexpected turns and crannies. In 
after years he bought the place, already 
famous from having been the headquarters of 
Washington and the home for some time of 
Lady Wasbington, apd. whose room today re- 
mains as she left it. There, Mr. Longfeilow, 
biessed—and God be thanked for that!—with 
riches, has surrounded himseif with everything 
that so refined and broad a cultured mau would 
crave. It seems rather. in that house, as if 
everything bad come to him from all parts of 
the earth, somehow, of its own accord and voll- 
tion. This I heard him say to a Western girl, as 
he put something into ber hand: It is a mourn- 
fui thing to put into the handsof a bright young 
girldike you, but, think of it! 600 yeurs ago that 
bit of crumbling wood touched Dante's bones. 
It was a piece ot Dante’scoffia. The inkstand he 
uses belonged to Coleridge, another one beside 
it belonged to Tom Moore; a head painted by 
Tintoretto bangs upon his wali, and a wonderful 
portrait of David, by David bunself, bangs 
veneath it, two excellent exampies of 
the French and Italian schools. But 1 
could fill columns with telling of these things. 
His writing table in his study stands just before 
the firepiace, where bis wife caught fire and 
burned to death. Many visitors go to Cam- 
bridge to see the poet, who shows the same gen- 
tleness and graciousness, With almost eager de- 
sire to entertain, to each. He is ready w talk of 
everything and everybody but himself, and in- 
a oy | turns off auy allusion to his own try. 
Mr. Lougtellow's name leads the list of those

SPEAKING OF CAMBRIDGE,

Ulub—at Mfrs. Sargent’s new home. The house 
in Chestnut street had become historical, and 
indeed worthily so, for the men and women 
most eminent in America’s field of thought 
and philosophy had gathered in it weekly for 
years about this one woman. But these uotabie 
gatherings, at least under ber roof, are things 
of the past, since sbe has deserted the old local- 
ity and goue so far from towa, though the wise 
men of Cambridge will without doubt revoive 
about her. It ig suid that the furniture and ap- 
pointments—the chairs by-the-way are covered 


with famous oid Gobelin tapestries—look posi- 
tively rebellious in their new quarters, and 
though the new rooms are very spacious and 
ciegant every one who knew the old gues enters 
somewhat regretfuily. There is just now on the 
tupisa club in Boston ior bann sexes—wines, 
vigars, and cardsto be excluded, aod Wendell 
Phillips to be at its head.

BOULEVARDS AND STREETS. 
Residents along Michigan avenue are com-

° NEW YORK. 

The New York Herald of last Sunday devoted 
a page to an articic illustrated by a huge map to 
show,the lines of the tuture growth of New 
York, and to mark out the space which ought 
now to be set gpart for great parks for 
the benefit of future generations. It says the 
great mistake made in laying do'vn the lines of 
metropolitan growth and development fifty or 
Sixty years ago was that no provision was made 
for the future of the city. There was no one 
who foresaw the hight vf civic glory and 
grandeur before it. There were vague ideas 
and imaginings about New York being the great 
commercial metropolis of a great country. But 
no one dreamed of the marvelous progress the 
Republic was destined to mile in less than a 
generation, or saw what a pReportionate posi- 
tion of imperial power and intluence New York 
was destined tu achieve. If the gentlemen who 
controlied the goverument pt the city at that 
time, it those who owned its res and hundreds 
of acres of real estate, could have drawn aside 
the veil which goncealed its future the prob- 
xbilities are that between Central Park and the 
Battery we should have on either side of the 
island a chain of counecting parks as in London. 
The people of Chicngu have reason to congratu- 
late themselves that just this has been done 
for them by the enlightened men who laid 
out the park system of Chicago. The city is 
surrounded by a cordon of parks connected 
with boulevards. The whole system circles the 
city with a furty-mile band of pleasure-ground 
that is of priceless vaiue to heaith and wealth. 
One of the sites ssiected by the Herald for a 
great park north of the preseut New York is the 
vid historic Van Cortlandt estate, overiooking 
the beautiful Hudson at Spuyten Duyvil, and 
the extensive region of country over the West- 
hoster plains toward — 27 Sound would 
be one of the most beautiful piaves of the kind 
in the world. Its natural attractions are far 
greater than those of Central Park, and iu other 
respects it possesseg very great advantages over 
the present favorit pleasure-ground of the city. 
Another park is marked out on the other side of 
the city limits, or, as it is called, the annexed 
district, bordering ov Long- Island Sound. 

— — 
LONDON. 

The route of the inner circle“ of the Metro- 
politan Railway (underground) of London bas 
been at last secured, the American Architect 
Says, andthe “eircie’’ will soon be completed. 
The main line, altbough it passes for the most 
part under streets and buildings of no very 
great importance, is said tu have cost as much 
for legu penses as for ali the work of tunnel- 
ling aud struction, and the new line has had 
to encounter even greater opposition, if not in- 
tentional extortion. As it is, it has only pur- 
chased an unobstructed route by undertaking to 
lay out new streets and to widen old 
ones under which its tunnel runs, 
at a total expense of about $4,000,000. 
The railway is, however, regarded as of so much 
value to the city, in improving the communica- 


| tlon between the different portions, that a sub- 


vention of St. ,o of public money will be 
contributed, a part in the shape of a douation 
from the Metropolitan Hoard of Works, and the 
remainder by the Commissioners of Sewers. The 
idea that an increase in the facilities afforded 
för communication between the different dis- 
tricts of acity is a public benefit, and should in 
cuse of need be promoted by the contribution of 
public funds, is quite strange to ue. Liberal 
subsidies have in times past been given to rail- 
ways intended to develop vew tarming lands in 
the West, but the day even of these bas gone by, 
and city underground or elevated lines are ree 
garded by public officers rather as oLjects to be 
piuudered than as important factors in the 
growth and prosperity of the town which enjoys 
the benelit of them.

The work of the: Tenement-House Inspectors 
last week included the examination of 100 
houses, containing 1,124 rooms, occupied by 283 
families, numbering 1,164 persons. There were 
Jl notices served ande d nuisances abated. 
Among the abafements were the repairing of 
l4 sewer-connections. There were 8 cases of 
imperfect plumbing corrected, and sundry traps 
putin. There were 15 vaults cleaned, and 1 new 
privv-vauit buiit. Three houses wére repairea 
and caicimined. The following defective prem- 
ises were reported: 

THIRD WARD. 

No. 1909 Clark street. E. Slosson & Co. agents; 
a frame of eleven reoms, occupied by seventeen 
persons. There is a bouse in the rear, a cottage 
of three rooms, occupied by eight persons. 
Root leaks, and privy-vault is full and over- 
flowing. The local sanitary condition is bad, 
owing to a pile of manure lying under the side- 
waik. 

Nos. 5 and 7 Archer a venus, owned by the H. 
O. Stove estate. two two-story frames, occupied 
by twenty-two persons. The drainage is de- 
fective and locai sanitary condition bad. One 
of the houses (No, 7) conteinos no sinks, and the 
Waste is thrown into the street.

New YorK, Oct. 27.—The esthetic craze has 
certainly done much to beautify this city. A 
walk on Broadway is this fall a most interesting 
performance. The shop windows are worth 
more than a passing glance. I und them 80 at- 
tractive that it consumes the best part of an 
hour to get from Eighth street to Twenty -third, 
There is a print dealer near Ninth street before 
whose windows a crowd is always gathered to 
gaze adwiringly at the lovely French colored 
plates and the beautiful novelties in framing. 
Ineide there is a collection of 500 rare and de- 

ius etohings, water colors, and lithos. A 
very large colored plate is framed ina broad 
band of frosted gad, inside which is an equally 
broad matting of maroon veivet. The picture 


| represents Uthello,.a very dusky negro, relating 


his adventures to a lovely bionde, Desdemona, 
and her father. The group are on a sun-lighted 
portico, and the figure of the Moor, rich and 
dark, full of color and spirit, stands 
out dgainst the sky as be half leans on the 
broad balustrade. Its a beautiful picture, and 
one of which the eye would not easily weary, 
in buying pictures and statuary it isso neces- 
sary to keep in mind their permanency and their 
provable effect as resident objects. 

Now George Fox, the great low comedian, and 
the funniest clown the world ever produced. 
was, like the famous Grimaldi, a most melan- 
choly man. He might bave gone to a physician 
any day and been told to see lively things—* Go 
and see Fox —and replied, as poer Grimaldi 
did, “ Why, I’m the very man you advise me to 
go see.“ But he went to a picture-dealer and 
selected a cart-load for a new suite of rooms he 
was fixing up when fame and fortune first over- 
took him. I was invited in to pass judment on 
the collection. and what a barrowing lot it was! 
He had a fine copy of a painting (by Jerome, I 
believe), ofa dimly-lightec, gloomy chamber, 
where a suspended lamp shed a sickly, yellow 
light on a nude, dead figure lying feet toward 
you. At the head stood a velvet-capped surgeon 
with a scalpel in his dreadful claw. This pleasant 
price of paint was offset by another fine copy of 
the well-known painting of Nero and a nasty 
old witch of a womau watching the effect of 
some newly-devised poison on the frame of a 
gigantic siave, who is dying rigorously of it in 
the foreground. Deu he bad introduced an 
animai wefture representing a kennel, in which 
ao overted ugly bull-dog bad in a surfmited cou- 
dition talien asicep with an unpicked bone un- 
der his wicked upper lip; around the corner, 
tail between legs, with a hungry look in his mis- 
erabre eyes, there lurked an unhappy mongrel 
cur; but, in ter minutes, you would give any 
trifle like your bouvet or your boots to see that 
unhappy dog get away with that bone from that 
pawpered aristocrat. Of course the companiou 
picture to this was the Highlander gazing at his 
dying horse, which was a favorit some yeurs 
ago. In statuary and bronze, he still kept up 
his delightful predelictions,and the Laocoon 
and a bounded den, and au eagle witb an arrow 
in its breast completed the mortuary surround- 
ings. 

“i've got a fine picture for over the fre- 
place,” said be, “but the man hasn't hung it 
yet,“ and be produced from behind an ebony 
bed, that looked moro like a catafaique than any 
arrangement ever got up for Gartieid or Liu- 
colin, Beale’s “Court of Death, where small- 
pox, chulera, consumption, Bright's disease, 
whisky, and the toothache are represented large 
as life and twice as natural.

ON THE BOURSE. 


The Markets Generally Weak Yester- 
day. 

On Change the tone was weak yesterday. The 
New York religio-Masonic combination were 
looked upon as free seliers of corn, and Pete 
McGooch, with his followers, were supposed to 
be bearing wheat. In provisions that part of 
the program has been reached in which the 
packers are gau witb longmg eyes on the fat- 
teuing pigs, and the market is made to feel 
te 80 80. 

The amendment to Hule M relate to com- 
missions on consiguments was passed. vote 
was 4% for, and 475 aguinst. This makes the 
rute for all corn received by rail one cent per 
bushel. Heretofore a half cent has been the 
rate in cases in which advanees were not made. 
Ou we bulk of the corn received here advances 
are made, and the rate is just the same as be- 
fore—oue cent. The commission charged for 
selling Oats bas been cut down to a half cent 
per bushel, which is considered a suflicient o- 
set to the alteration in the corn 
rate. This amendmenc bas nothing to 
do with the rule regulating the commission or 
brokerage cha for executing orders in 


grain or produce for future delivery. The prop- 


osition to amend the ruie relating to those rates 
is still befure the Board for consideration. 

The amendment Which permits non-residents 
of Chicago to become members of the Buard of 
Trade was passed yesterday. The vote stood 
713 for and 1233 against. It is expected there 
Will be a good many applications for member- 
sbips, and those who want to sell and retire 
from the Board hope to age $3,000. for their 
tickets.
